MR. GLADSTONE DEFEATED 


4N ADVERSE MAJORITY ON THE 
BUDGET. 

AHE BEER AND WHISKY TAX SHARPLY AT- 
TACKED—THE GOVERNMENT'S DEFEAT— 
THEIR RESIGNATION EXPECTED. 

Lonpon, June 8.—Mr. Childers, Chancel- 
for of the Exchequer, announced in the House 
of Commons this evening that the Government 
had decided not to retund to the taxpayers the 
amount of the increased duty on spirits paid 
over and above the extra shilling per gallon 
finally decided on, because consumers had been 
charged higher rates after the announcement of 
the original increase. The Government would, 
however, Mr. Childers added, cause an inquiry to 
be made to ascertain if there existed sufficient 
reason to modify this decision, 

Mr. Childers had no sooner dene explaining 
the Government’s reason for not refunding the 
tax than the Right Hon. Sir Michael Edward 
Hicks-Beach, Conservative, member for East 
Gloucestershire, rose quickly and asked why it 
Was that a Liberal Government, which ought 
to be economical, had to resort to extreme 
forms of taxation in order to meet an extraor- 
dinary expendityre of £100,000,000. This question 
was greeted with cheers from the Tory bencbes. 
Sir Michael went on and denounced the increased 
duty on spirits. He said the receipts from 
spirits were already decreasing. He thought 
that a small increase inthe duty on tea would 
have been wiser and much more profitable. The 
Government, he continued, should have raised 
the duty on wine, because wine was_no more a 
necessity of life than beer or spirits. Sir Michael 
concluded by moving that the proposed increase 
in the duty on spirits and beer was inequitable 
in the absence of acorresponding addition to 
the duties on wine. 

Mr. Childers moved the second reading of the 
budget, and in his supporting speech explained 
that of the total increase in the beer and spirits 
duties England pays seven-ninths, Scotland one- 
hinth, and Ireland one-ninth. 

Sir Charles Dilke supported the budget. He 
said that tea was already taxed enough. A fur- 
ther tax on wines would not be very productive, 
and would injure colonial trade, 

Sir Stafford Northcote and others having 
spoken, Mr. Gladstone arose to reply. He 
thought that the Oppesition were creating a prec- 
edent which they would regret when they came 
into power again. The previous reduction of wine 
duties hada beneficial effect in preventing adul- 
teration and increasing the trade many millions 
annually. It would be most impolitic to in- 
crease the wine duty, unless under the most ex- 
treme pressure. The Government were com- 
pelled to raise money in view of the impending 
danger to the empire—a danger which even 
now he was unable to say had passed away. 
Tne Opposition caviled at the mode of rais- 
ing the money without suggesting an alterna- 
tive. Tea would reauire an additional tax 
of 3d. per pound to produce the same amount, 
thus raising the duty 75 per cent. on an inno- 
cent beverage. The Government had to choose 
between aicoholic liquors and tea and sugar. 
They would accept the issue of the vote as one 
of life or death and did not envy those who if 
they gained a victory would have to bear the 
consequences. Mr. Gladstone’s remarks were re- 
ceived with prolonged cheers. 

The Government was defeated on the motion 
for the second reading of the buéget, which was 
rejected by a vote of 264 to 262. Tremendous 
excitement was caused by the announcement of 
the result of the division. Lord Randolph 
Churchill and Mr. Parneli jumped upon their 
Beats and enthusiastically waved their hats, and 
the cheering was renewed. Thirty-nine Par- 
nellites and all the Conservatives voted with the 
majority. The minority included Sir Michael 
Bass, the brewer, and several Irish Liberals. 

Although strong whips had been issued, many 
Government supporters were absent. Mr. Giad- 
Btone immediately adjourned the House. It is 
confidently expected that he will Visit the Queen 
to-morrow and tender his resignation. 

Another account of the scene in the House 
Says: When the result of the division was an- 
nounced, Mr. Gladstone, who had been leanin 
forward in hisseat and cynically smiling, started, 
turned vale, and clutched his hands nervously 
together. The House immediately became a 
Babel of confusion, members yelling, stamping, 
and waving hats, neckties, and bandkerchiefs, 
A tumultuous cheer came from the gal- 
leries, and Speaker Peel vainly howled 
for order. The Parnellites pointed 
nt Gladstone and yelled: **That is the price of 
coercion!” “Down with Buckshot Forster!” 
**Remember Myles Joyce!” Mr. Gladstone rose 
to move an adjournment, but stood in his place 
fully a minute before he could be heard. 


Lonpon, June 9.—The anes Telegraph 
Saysit is doubtful whether the Conservatives 
‘will accept office. The News says it is impossi- 
ble to forecast the consequences of the vote. 
The Ministry will probably resign and 
the Opposition take possession of the Gov- 
ernment. We do not suppose that even the 
Conservative leaders will seek to undo what has 
been done on the Afghan question. The whole 
policy of the country 1s thrown into momentary 
—we hope it may not be lasting—confusion 

The Post says there is no indication as to what 
the policy ot the Conservatives will be. 

The Standard in an editorial says: ** We can- 
not believe that the Ministers will leave office. 
‘They have received a mortal stroke, but they 
must, whether they like it or not, agree to linger 
on until the general election. Their very blunders 
render them indispensable. Everything is 
unfinished and hanes in suspense. What 
Cabinet can succeed? If the Conservatives are 
to rule they must have a majority, for 
which they must look to the constituencies. 
An election now is impossible. The Govern- 
ment cannot retrieve their loss, but can at any 
rate prove themselves conscious of their duties 
to the country by struggiirg manfully in their 
painful position. Party life mustremain in sus- 
jpense until the election.” 

The /jimes says: ** Resignation of ‘the Cabinet 
in the present condition of affairs must not be 
hastily decided upon. It is the Government’s 
duty to consider whether such a course would 
not be a grave wrong to the country. The finan- 
cial mocus vivendi might easily be arranged, 
abandoning the increase inthe duties on beer 
and spirits without leaving Childers » larger def- 
icit tocarry forward to the next budget than 
wouid have been the case if the whole of the 
£11,000,000 of the vote of credit had been spent 
instead of only £9,000,000.”

THE AFGHAN FRONTIER TREATY. 

Lonpon, June 8—The Afghan frontier 
convention between England and Kussia is 
ready forsignature. It was arranged that the 
representatives of the two powers should sign 
the convention in London to-day, but the sign- 


ing was subsequently postponed. Russian Em- 
bassy officials assert that the delay is due to 
Earl Granvilie’s asking for tresh explanations 
coneerning points already accepted by Russia. 

Complaints come trom the Foreign Depart- 
ment at St. Petersburg that a breach ot diplo- 
matic proprieties was committed by the English 
Foreign Ottice in compiling the recent Blue 
Book. The complainants say that the docu- 
ments have been so “*cooked™ for presentation 
to Parliament that the Russian Government 
wili be compelled to publish a correct collection 
of the diplomatic correspondence. q 

The Pall Mali Gazette contains an article which 
Was apparently inspired by M. Lessar. of_ the 
Russian section of the Afghan Boundary Com- 
mission. The article admits that the “ settle- 
ment” of the matters in dispute with Russia is 
Btill unsigned, and attributes the present delay 
to the hair-splitting or quibbling of Earl Gran- 
ville. The article, in tones more in anger than 
firmness, Warns the Earl not to carry his dilatory 
game too far. It might become dangerous. 

Mr. John K. Cros-. Under Secretary for India, 
spoke for the Government in the House of Com- 
mons to-night, in answer to a number of gues- 
tions concerning xti»cx* reported to have been 
made on the Government oy Sir Peter Lumsden. 
Mr. Cross assured the House that Sir Peter, since 
bis arrival in London, had aisavowed auy inten- 
tion to attack the Government, and uid not con- 
sider himself answerable for the incorrectly re- 
ported utterances attributed to bim by journal- 
4sts inclined tu misrepresent him.

SHE SILVER QUESTION ABROAD. 

Lonpoxn, June 8.—Mr. Alexander Del- 
mar, formerly chief of the Bureau of Statistics 
in the Treasury Department of the United 
States, in an interview which appears this even- 
jug in the Pall Mail Gazette, states that he is 


confident that the next Congress will repeal 
the act authorizing the coinage of the 
standard silver dollars. The Pall Mall Gazette 
states that Mr. Delmar_ said President 
Cleveland jeft the practical treatment of the 
silver question to Secretary Manning, whose 
mind was fixed on the gold doctrine, and who 
Was using all opportunities to discourage the 
monctization of silver. Mr. Delmar, said that 
Mr. Manning, in his annual report for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1885, would probably 
recommend the repeal of the Bland act. This 
recommendation would be supported both by 
the Treasurer and the Controller of the 
Currency, and after them by the entire East- 


ern press and the banks. 
message to Congress, Mr. Delmar predicted, 
President Cleveland would make a similar rec- 
ommendation. Mr. Delmar believed the effect 
of the demonetization of silver in America upon 
Indian coinage would be a reduction in value of 
the rupee (now worth 2s.) to 1s. 14., perhaps even 
lower. To save India from disaster, he said, two 
measures could be adopted—the mints in Eng- 
land could be reopened to the free coinage of 
silver and the Indian mints closed to silver. 


A FLOOD IN LONDON. 
Lonpon, June 8 —Great damage was 
caused this evening in the most aristocratic 
part of London by the bursting of a 
sewer which had been  overstramned by 


recent storms. Scores of houses in the 
West End have their basements flooded. There 
are three feet of water in many of the 
fashionable stores, and the barracks of the 
Guards are. seriously ve - The new 
residence of United States inister Pheips, 
at No. 31 Lowndes-square, is flooded, as is the 
residence ot the Earl of Kimberly, Secretary 
of State for India, at No. 35 Lowndes-square. 
The House of Lords was startled by the ar- 
rival of a courier sent to inform Lord 
Kimberly that it was impossible to prepare din- 
ner, as the basement was flooded. Many of the 
peers hurried to their homes, and a score of 
them found their residences in a similar plight.

Paris, June 8.—The Chamber of Depu- 
ties has finally passed the scrutin deliste bill with 
the Senate’s amendments. 
The French war ship Renard, reported to have

A pienary sitting of the Suez Canal Commis- 
sion was held to-day. The reading of the whole 
draft of the proposed treaty was completed with 
the exception of clause 10, which will be consid- 
ered to-morrow. 

Prince Hohenlohe, the German Ambassador to 
France, will to-morrow give a grand banquet to 
the members of the new French Ministry and 
the delegates attending the Suez Canal Congress.

THE CHOLERA IN SPAIN. 

MADRID, June 8.—Despite the repeated 
denials of the authorities itis now known that 
there have been 11 cases of Asiatic cholera in this 


city and 2 deaths from that disease. The cholera 
has also broken out in Castellon dela Piana, 
where there have been 41 cases. Sefior Romero 
y Robledo, the Minister of the Interior, has re- 
signed in consequence of his plans for improv- 
ing the sanitary condition of the country having 
been disregarded. 

Special wards in the hospitals here have been 
assigned for suspected cases of cholera. The au- 
thorities are visiting the poorer quarters of the 
city and attending to the disinfection of the 
houses. Vessels from Valencia are subjected to 
three days’ quarantine at other Spanish ports. 
France, Italy, and Germany guarantine vessels 
from Valencia.

THE ADAMS-COLERIDGE CASE. 
Lonpbon, June 8.—On Friday it was an- 
nounced that judgment would be given to-day 
in the slander case of Mr. Charles Warren Adams 
against Lord Coleridge. On Saturday a rumor 
was in circulation that asettlement of the case 
bad been effected. To-day it was stated in 
court that by mutual consent of the parties in- 


terested the delivery of the judgment had been 
indefinitely postponed. 


LONDON, June 9.—The News believes that 
Mr. Adams insists that Miss Coleridge shall re- 
ceive the £14,000 originally assigned to her in her 
father’s will. The disputants have not yet agreed. 


THE DEVASTATION IN CASHMERE. 
CaLtcuTta, June 8.—Dispatches continue 
to be received here about the earthauake in the 
Vale of Cashmere. Whole villages have been 
destroyed, and Dubgood, Jamalapar, and Ovan 
have disappeared entirely, having been com- 
pletely engulfed in the awful convulsions. The 
fort at Turais and the granaries in aeny rede 
of the vale have been swallowed up. arge 
supply of riceand a considerable amount of 
money have been distributed throughout the 
vale to relieve the distress of the people. It is 
estimated that 200 persons were killed.

SEVENTY PERSONS KILLED. 

St. PETERSBURG, June 8.—A terrible ac- + 
cident has occurred on the railroad from Kosloff 

to Rostoff, on the River Don. A bar of iron was 

placed across the track by robbers, and a train 

which came along was thrown from the rails 

and demolished. The number of killed and 

wounded is 70. The ronbers, who were waiting 

for the smash-up, plundered the train. The 

wounded and other survivors were completely 

terrorized and could make no resistance. 


REPORTED FALL OF KASSALA. 
SUAKIN, June 8.—A report is current and 
is believed to be true that Kassala has fallen. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
BERLIN, June 8.—lt is reported that the 
German dispatch boat Pommerania has captured 
and towed to Wilhelmshafen another British 
smack for fishing in prohibited waters. 
LonpDon, June 8.—The Mahdi has issued 
a proclamation, which has been extensively cir- 
culated in the countries bordering upon the 
Persian Gulf, stating that it is his intention to 
invade both Egypt and Arabia. 

The gas which generated in the coal bunkers 
of the British iron turret ship Inflexible, at an- 
chor off Portsmouth, exploded to-day. Fifteen 
of the crew were severely injured—three of 
them fatally. The vessel itself was somewhat 
damaged. 

Mr. Henry Labouchere, Radical, this after- 
noon, in the House of Commons, gave notice of 
his intention to oppose the proposed Parlia- 
mentary grant of $30,000 per annum as a dowry 


to Princess Beatrice on the occasion of her mar- 
riage. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, June 8.—A revolution 
is reported imminent in Crete. The great ma- 
jority of the inhabitants ot the island are Greek 
Church Christians, and they are bittery opposed 
to the appointment of Savas Pasha as Governor 
of the vilayet. All the Christian members of 
the Cretan Government have already resigned 
because of the appointment, and the Cretan 
Assembly have resolved to hold no relations witb 
the Governor. 


DuBuin, June 8.—The trial of the will 
case of the late Thomas Barbour, the well-known 
thread manufacturer of Paterson, N.J., was be- 
gun to-day in the Probate Court before Judge 
Warren and aspecial jury. There are two wills 
in existence, the second executed in Ireland and 
the first in New-York, where reside the widow 
and daughter of the testator. The will executed 
in the United States makes a better provision 
for the wife and daughter, and it was not re- 
voked in form by the will made in Ireland. This 
latter instrument is more advantageous to the 
Irish relations. The amount involved is placed 
at $1,000,000. The case excites much interest. 
Counsel for the widow and daughter claim that 
the Irish will was made on the testator’s death- 
bed. If this latter will is rejected by the special 
jury the court will then take testimony regard- 
ing the earlier will without a jury.

COLORADO INDIANS RISING. 


THE PRESIDENT ASKED TO PROTECT THE 
COLORADO RANCHMEN, 

DENVER. Col., June 8.—Congressman 
Symes to-day received a telegram from the 
citizens of La Plata County, Col., in which it 
was stated that the Southern Ute Indians had 
gone off the reservation in great numbers 
and were threatening to prevent the stockmen 
from rounding up their cattle on the ranges. The 
message further stated that the Indians were 
moving westward; that danger to the 
lives and property of the people’ was 
imminent, and that the citizens implored 
the Government to _ send instant relief. 
Judge Symes forwarded this message to the 
President this evening, and asked that troops 
from Fort Lewis be sent at once to the scene of 
danger, and added that, unless prompt pro- 
tection was afforded, the in sng holocaust 
witnessed in New-Mexico would be repeated on 
the soil of Colorado. 

KILLED BY THE INDIANS. 

ToMESTONE, Arizona, June 8.—C.T. Night- 
ingale has just arrived from Macoson, Sonora, 

Three American miners, Fred- 
Huntington, Peter MoCurtin, and 
Palmer, were killed by Apaches 

May 27. The bodies of McCurtin 
and Palmer were found in a dump box, shot 
through the head and their skulls crushed. 
Huntington’s body was found at the bottom of 
the shaft. Two other men, names unknown, 
were killed by Apaches on the Opoto trail about 
a week before.

FATAL YACHTING EXCURSION. 


THE BOAT CAPSIZES AND ONE YOUNG MAN 
DIES AFTER BEING RESCUED. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 8.—Five young 
men, among them Fred Brooks and Will Blos- 
sing, well-known society men, took a yacht Sun- 
day for a ride to Coits, eight miles distant. 
While bearing away for this porta squall struck 
the boat, capsizing it. They clung to the bot- 
tom of the boat through the long hours of the 
night. and in the face of a heavy sea. About 6 
o’clock Monday morning Henry Saunders, Mr. 
Gordon's coachman, took the horses out to 
graze on the lake shore. His attention was at- 
tracted to the sound of voices on the water, 
and looking in that direction he saw a 
boat on its side and several persons 
clinging toit. It was then drifting nearly a 
mile from shore and almost opposite the light- 
house at the mouth of Doan Brook. He gave an 
answering * Halloo,” which, was responded to 
by the waving of ‘handkerchiefs. Saunders at 
once called a man named Fitzgerald, and with 
one of Mr. Gordon’s boats hurried to the 
rescue. On nearing the capsized boat 
the stopped for a moment until they 
had conversed with the men,and found that 
they were cool enough to take precautions 
against swamping the small boat. One of the 
young men named Blossing was out of his head, 
and another, Fred Brooks, was apparently 
dead, and was held by one of his companions, 
who sat on the side of the boat and supported 
him. It was agreed between them that one of 
the strongest should accompany Saunders and 
Fitzgerald to the shore, and care for the two who 
were in the most enfeebled condition. These 
three were taken ashore to Mr. Gordon’s boat- 
house, where they were packed in blankets and 
every means taken to revive them with the 
use of stimulants. Saunders and Fitzgerald 
then returned to the capsized boat and brought 
back the other two men. Every means was em- 
»loyed to restore circulation in their benumbed 
limbs and bodies, and as soon as they were suffi- 
ciently revived they were removed to their 
homes in charge of Dr. Carlisie. In spite of 
every effort to revive him Fred Brooks died 
some time after removing him to his home. 





BIG BEAR’S PRISONERS SAFE, 


DELANEY, MRS. GOWANLOCK, AND 
HALF BREED FAMILIES ESCAPE, 

Fort Pirr, Northwest Territory, June 5. 
—Mrs. Delaney and Mrs. Gowanlock, with 
several half breed families, were brought 
into camp to-day by a party of scouts, who 
overtook them traveling toward Turtle Lake. 
They escaped from Big Bear on Monday and 
were making a detour to get here. The ladies say 
they have been protected by half breeds all along 


and have suffered no hardships except from 
constant travel. They look surprisingly 
well considering the ordeal they have 
gone through. McLean and the _ otber 
prisoners are still with the Indians, moving 
toward Larne Lake. Fury, West, and Fisk, who 
were wounded in Wednesday’s fight between 
Steele and the Indians, were brought here to- 
day. The detachment sent out under Major 
Hughes returned to-day. It has been decided 
to use only mounted men to foliow the enemy. 
The Gatling guns will go along. 


OtTrawa, Ontario, June 8.—In the House 
of Commons to-day Mr. Caron said: “I have 
just received two telegrams conveying to me 
tidings of the safety of the prisoners in the 
hands of Big Bear. One is from Gen. Middleton, 
and is dated June 6, from a camp 16 miles north 
of Fort Pitt, via Straubenzie’s Station. It is as 
follows: 


*** News just received that Mackay and eight scouts 
of Gen, Strange have brought in Mrs. Delaney, Mrs. 
Gowanlock, and eight men, five of whom are half 
breeds and two Wood Crees, who were in camp by 
themselves. The half breeds say they have been pris- 
oners, and one of the Crees is the man who let Mr. and 
Mrs. Quinney and three men escape. We go to-mor- 
row atter Big Bear, and shall keep up communication 
with Fort Pitt.’ ”’ 


Mr. Caron said the other telegram was from 
Col. Straubenzie, and was dated Fort Pitt, June 6, 
via Straubenzie’s Station, June 7. Itis asfollows: 


Have opened telegraph office about 40 miles 
from here. Gen. Middleton is after Big Bear. 
Gen. Strange is near Frog Lake. The following 
named prisoners escaped and came in yesterday: 
Mrs. Delaney, Mrs. Gowanlock, Dufresne, and simpson, 
Gladu, wife and child; Mazaw, wife ana four children; 
Prichard, wife and eight cnildren; Hazel, wife and one 
child; Andre Dreneau, Abraham Moths, wife and six 
children; Gregory Donaire, Peter Biondin, Henry 
Dufresne, two of Simpson’s stepsons, two Indians, and 
two squaws. ‘These prisoners are all well.

AT ODDS WITH HIS BISHOP. 


THE REV. MR. CRAPSEY GIVES UP THE USE’ 
OF EUCHARISTIC LIGHTS. 

RocHEsTER, June 8.—The Rev. Algernon 
S. Crapsey ana the Right Rev. A. Cleveland Coxe, 
Bishop of the Diocese of Western New-York, 
have disagreed about a ceremony introduced 
into the service of St. Andrew’s Church, of 
which the former is Rector. About two years 
ago Mr. Crapsey hegan to make use of Euchar- 
istic lights, lighting them during the reading of 
the communion service. For some time it has 
been understood that Bishop Coxe objected to 
this practice, and during his visit to the city last 
week he formally requested that 1¢ be discon- 
tinued. Accordingly, the ceremony which. had 
proved odious to the Bishop was omitted yester- 
= morning. 

he omission was explained by Mr. Crapsey 
by the reading of a long letter which he had 
written to Bishop Coxe defending his opinion. 
He tells the Bishop in this ietter that he submits 
in the interest of peace, and not because he 
is convinced that he is Mie He_ cites 
Bishop Doane, of Albany; Bishop Potter, 
of New-York, and other high authorities for the 
correctness of his position, and plainly states 
that he thinks the ceremony in accordance with 
the ritual of the church, and one with which 
the Bishop has no legal power to interfere. The 
reading of the letter caused a sensation in the 
congregation, which almost unanimously agreed 
with the Rector. 

St. Andrew's Church, since the Rev. Mr. Crap- 
sey became its Rector, has been decidediy High 
Church in its service. The congregation resents 
any interference with the forms which their 
Rector has seen fit to adopt. Mr. Crapsey was 
formerly Assistant Rector of Trinity Church, 
New-York.

FREE CANALS WANTED IN CANADA. 

MONTREAL, June 8.—A meeting of the 
members of the Board of Trade, the Corn Ex- 
change associations, persons connected with 
the shipping interests, and city merchants 
generally was held this afternoon to memo- 
rialize the Government on the question 


of reducing the canal tolls and harbor 
dues. The committee appointed at the 
last meeting submitted the draft of a petition 
which urged that the reimposition of the tolls 
had brought the petitioners’ business to the 
verge ot extinction; that it is impossible for the 
inland carriers of the Dominion to revive their 
business with the heavy weight of taxation 
at present resting upon them, more especially 
as they are in active competition with 
the free canal system enjoyed by their competi- 
tors via the Hudson River route, and that fora 
like reason it is impossible for the ocean trafiic 
of the Dominion via St. Lawrence to maintain 
itself so long as it is handicapped in 
this manner, but will be turned into 
otber and less heavily burdened channels, 
to the serious injury of the whole Dominion. It 
was therefore asked that some measure of relief 
be granted. Several leading business men urged 
that the canal tolls should be abolished 
altogether, and that unless some action 
was taken we would lose the entire 
trade from the West.

A VICTIM OF OVERSTUDY 


ONE OF COL. WHIPPLE’S SONS 
SHOOTS HIMSELF. 

ANXIOUS ABOUT HIS. EXAMINATION FOR 
ARMY SURGEON — HIS LAST HOURS 
SPENT IN READING THE BIBLE. 

Walter C. Whipple, a son of Lieut.-Col. 
William D. Whipple, Ajutant-General on the 
division staff of Gen. Hancock, borrowed a Bible 
on Sunday morning of Mrs. Sophie Brueggre- 
mann, with whom he boarded at No. 305 East 
Twenty-third-street, and read it all day in his 
room, which was the front one on the second 
floor. Yesterday he went out and purchased a 
Bible and a pearl-handled revolver of 82 calibre 
and a supply of cartridges. He read the book 
the zreater part of the day in his room. 

At a few minutes before 6 o'clock last evening 
Mrs. Brueggemann was arranging her dinner 
table in a room adjoining Mr. Whipple’s when 
she heard a pistol shot. She ran to the door, 
and when she ovened it she saw him standing 
in the middle of the room dressed in his shirt 
and trousers. He had a pistol in his hand and 
was swaying to and fro as if about to fall. Mrs. 
Brueggemann had barely exclaimed, ‘*Oh, Mr. 
Whipple, what are you doing?” when he made 
an awkward attempt to shoot himeelf again, 
but the bullet intended for his breast went under 
his arm and passed through the window. 

Mrs. Brueggemann then threw herself upon him 
and bore him to the floor, and, while struggling 


for the posseasion of the weapon, saw that he 
was bleeding from a wound in his left breast. 
He became rapidly weak and relinquished his 
hold on the pistol, and when Mrs, Brueggemann 
rose with it in her hand he said faintly: ‘* Oh, 
Mrs. Brueggemann, please let me have it again. 
Let me have another shot.” 

Dr. Keeler, a neighbor, was immediately sent 
for. He found Mr. Whipple struggling on the 
floor of his room. The bullet had entered his 
lett breast near the median line, and the doctor 
saw that the internal hemorrhage would result 
fatally. He and Officer James HE. Monahan, of 
the Highteenth Precinct, kept Mr. Whipple quiet 
until the arrival of the Rev. Dr. Floyd W. 
Tompkins, of Calvary Chapel, in East Twenty- 
third-street, who, bending over the dying man, 
said: “* Why did you dothis, Mr. Whipple?” He 
reptied. ** Ask Christ.”’ 

resently he added: “Christ loves me and I’m 
all right.”” This was an expression of faith that 
he frequently used. Dr. Tompkins endeavored 
once more to obtain an explanation of the act, 
but Mr. Whipple said wearily: “ Ask me not in 
mournful numbers.” He then made an effort to 
add: * Lite is but an empty dream,” but died 
before he had finished the sentence. 

His room was searched when Coroner Levy 
arrived, but nothing was found to explain the 
suicide. The paper in which the revolver and 
cartridges were packed was on the fioor, and 
among some unimportant accounts and memo- 
randa was the following, written evidently by a 
man: ‘ Walter, hurry up and get that diploma 
and we'll have a good time. W. H. C.” 

The suicide’s father arrived at 8 o’clock and 
went to his son'’s room with the Coroner. He 
was completely overcome by emotion, and could 
barely answer a few questions. He said that 
overstudy had wrecked his son’s intellect. Coro- 
ner Levy could not induce him to leave the 
room where the body lay, and gently but firmly 
put him out and closed the door on ali intruders, 
leaving a policeman on guard. 

From the statements of Dr. Tompkins and 
others it was learned that Mr. Whipple, who 
was born in New-York in 1861, was a very prom- 
ising and conscientious young man. He was ex- 
ceeding|y correct in his habits. He was destined 
for the army in the capacity of surgeon, and 
was ae ing | at the University Medical a. 
where he had been for three years. e 
was extremely anxious to get his diplo- 
ma this month, and to pass the 
United States Army examination in July, 
as, failing in this, he would be debarred by age. 
He boarded with Mrs. Brueggemann last year 
and returned to her seven weeks ago, having 
been living with his family during the Winter. 
He studied incessantly, often staying up until 
8or 4 in the ene and it was remarked 
that his health was failing him and that he was 
odd. Six weeks ago he was introduced to Dr. 
Tompkins, who speaks of him as an intel- 
ligent and cultivated gentleman. He was 
fond of religious conversation and. of- 
ten used the expression “Christ loves 
me and I'm all right.””. Dr. Tompkins 
noticed that at times he was distant and eccen- 
tric, but ascribed his mental condition to over 
study. He was extremely anxious about his 
diploma and the July examination. He was on 
the best of terms with his father and often 
visited him on Governor’s Island. In his room 
besides his books and his wardrobe were $34 anda 
silver watch. 

Young Whipple’s brother is in the graduating 
class at West Point this year, and he has a mar- 
ried sister living on Governor's Island. 





ONE HUNDRED LIVES LOST, 


FEARFUL DESTRUCTION WROUGHT BY A 
WATERSPOUT IN MEXICO. 

Ex Paso, Texas, June 8.—Yesterday a 
waterspout burst in the mountains about eight 
leagues east of Lagos, Mexico, near the di- 
viding line between the States of Guan- 
ajuato and _ Jalisco. The’ effects were 
most deplorable. Immense quantities of 
water swept down the mountains with irre- 
sistible force toward the well popuiated 
plains and valleys below and left 
desolation and ruin in their wake. 
There are already 100 lives reported lost, and it 
is feared that the list may be swelled sti! larger 
when all the details are known. A great many 
houses were swept away. 

Steps have been taken in Lagos among the 
wealthy manufacturing classes to alleviate the 
pressing wants of many who escaped from the 
valleys, but lost everything. 





TRACKED THROUGH FIVE STATES. 

VICKSBURG, Miss., June 8.—J. R. Brown, 
a detective, of Meridian, Miss., passed through 
the city to-day, having in custody a young 
white boy anda woman, whom he was taking 
to Clark County to answer for the murder of a 
man named Johnson, committed six years ago. 
The detective had tracked them through five 
States, and they were arrested about 150 miles 
north of Monroe. There were five persons im- 
oa in the murder, three of whom have 
yeen captured by Mr. Brown. The whereabouts 
of the others are known, and he wiil take steps 
to secure their arrest. The boy, when arrested, 
voluntarily confessed the whole matter. The 
woman was the wife of the murdered man.

WorcEsTER, Mass., June 8—The long 
expected answer of P. L. Moen to “Doc” Wil-

It will be remembered that Wilson in his decla- 
ration alleged that he settled these suits at 
Moen's request,and ona promise that Moen would 
pay him $100,000.

A TALK WITH MR. TELLER, 


HIS VIEWS ON THE SILVER QUESTION AND ™ 


THE ADMINISTRATION, 

Cuicaco, June 8—Senator Teller, of 
Colorado, was in this city yesterday and was 
asked his opinion of the rumored silver-compro- 
mise. He replied that if the Administration 
would make half the effort to put the 
silver out it made to depreciate it there 
would be no _ troublesome accumulation. 
Colorado did not want any compromise, because 
it wanted the silver {itself coined and not the 
eoinage done away with by any such subterfuge 
asthe contemplated issue of certificates. The 
yield of the Colorado mines for the year ending 
June 80 would be $20,000,000 in silver and $5,000,000 
in gold, withthe chances that the development 
of the new mining camp at Aspen would in- 
crease the silver product materially. 

Mr. Teller had also something to say on the 
position of Republican Senators toward Presi- 
dent Cleveland's appointments. He did not 
think all the Republicans could be induced to 
oppose the Administration, even if the caucus 
ordered it. ‘For one, 1am inclined to the idea 
that the Administration should have the 
selection of its own officers.” He continued: 
“It was elected/jto reform the Govern- 
ment, which needed no reformation, and if 
we say you cannot put this or that man out it 
will be said we do not allow the reform. I 
would prefer the Democrats would say: ‘This 
man is a Republican and must go because his 
place is wanted for a ‘Democrat,’ than to have 
silly charges of ‘ offensive partisanship’ trumped 
up and put into a lot of affidavits. It would be 
tar more manly for the Democrats to put their 
‘charges’ in this way.”

FORGERS ON TRIAL, 


EVIDENCE AGAINST WHITE AND BENT IN A.- 


TORONTO COURT. 

Toronto, June 8.—Thomas White and 
Charles Bent were brought into court to-day for 
trial for the forgery of circular notes on the 
National Bank of Scotiand. Witnesses from the 
old country, who were to testify on be- 
half of the bank that the circular notes 
presented by the defendants at banks here, 
and for which they received the cash, 
were forged, were detained at Montreal on the 
way from Scotland to Toronto, and the charge 
of forgery against the prisoners was adjourned 
until June 12, when the witnesses will be here. 
A charge of conspiracy to rob was preferred 
against the two men, and the evidence given 
pointed pretty clearly to the fact that the men 
who got the circular letters cashed were in 
league with a gang of bank sharpers, who were 
operating last month in a similar maurer on 
banks in Chicago, New-York, Montreal, and 
other places. 

A plumber testified that while repairing a 
wash basin in the ladies’ waiting room in the 
railway station at Cobourg, where the prisoners 
were arrested, he had found a large number of 
bills of exchange (forgeries) on the National 
Bank of Scotland. The aggregate of the 
bills amounted to $15,000, and the evidence 
indicated that the prisoners had concealed them 
just before their arrest. On May 19 White regis- 
tered at a hotel here as T. White, of London, and 
the same day Bent registered at a different hotel 
here as from New-York. Both had a consider- 
ableamount of American money with them-when 
arrested.

MISS CAMPBELL’S SAD DEATH.

HER LOVER LOCKED UP ON A SERIOUS 
CHARGE AND HER BODY EXHUMED. 

Lockport, N. Y., June &—During the 
past two years Myrtie B. Campbell, a young 
woman of Pekin, Niagara County, was waited 
on by Wiliam R. Kidder, a wealthy 
young farmer of the village. Miss Camp- 
bell’s family and relatives are also 
wealthy and all the parties have been highly re- 
spected. On Thursday evening Miss Campbell 
died suddenly, and she was buried on Sunday. 
On the evening of her death the couple were 
seen upon the streets of the village, and Myrtiec 
was noticed to stagger. The sudden death be- 
came town talk, and it was stated that on the 
evening named the couple had acted as if they 
were intoxicated. 

It was soon learned that Kidder had purchased 
a quantity of oil of cedar of a village druggist, 
saying it was for his horses, and on the morning 
after the death of Miss ee he requested 
the druggist not to mention the purchase. Last 
night Kidder was arrested by Sheriff Batten, un- 
der direction of the District Attorney, and 
he is now lodged in{jail in this city. He protests 
his innocence, andsays that while he was walk- 
ing on the street with Miss Campbell she was 
suddenly attacked with illness, and exclaiming 
“Ob, Will!” was seized with convulsions. These 
were the last words she spoke, and the convul- 
sions cortinued until death. The body has been 
exhumed, and a post-mortem examination is 
being held to-night under the direction of 
Coroner Cosford.

Havana, June 8.—Official dispatches 
from Santiago de Cuba of the 3I8¢ ult. report 
that Limbano Sanchez, with 12 companions, had 
been seen at four different times by the pursu- 
ing forces, and that shots had been exchanged 
with him.

They claim to have been kid- 
naped by Sanchez.

COUNCILMEN OF THE CITY OF BROTHERLY 
LOVE USING FISTS ON EACH OTHER.

* Yes, you did,” sald Councilman Weyman, 
growing very angry, “‘and you’re acurand a 
coward.” 

Councilman Matthews slapped Councilman 
Weyman’s face, and then the member from the 
Eighteenth Ward promptly knocked the repre- 
sentative from the Eleventh Ward down. Coun- 
cilman Matthews lay for almost a minute pros- 
trate on the track of the horse railway on Darby 
road. Other Councilmen told Weyman he ought 
to be ashamed of himseif to hit an old man, and 
there came near being a general row, but the 
friends of both Weyman and Matthews led them 
away. 

There was another fight between Select Coun- 
cilman Monroe, of the Third Ward, and Com- 
mon Councilman Charles K. Smith, of the Twen- 
tieth Ward. They got into a row over the Wey- 
man-Matthews fight. It was on the boat at the 
Walnut-street wharf that Councilman Monroe 
caught Councilman Smith by the throat and 
swore he could whip 650 Charles K. Smiths. 
After a_ lively scuffle friends of the 
fighting Councilmen separated them and kept 
them apart.

A WOMAN KILLED, A CHURCH UNROOFED, 7: 


AND HOUSES DEMOLISHED. 

CANAJOHARIE, N. Y., June8.—During the 
storms yesterday afternoon and to-day the 
house of Theodore Farley, near-Fort Plain, was 
struck by lightning and the inmates stunned. 
Neighbors saved the building. Seven sheep of 
Reuben Diefendorf, of Rural Grove, were killed 
near St. Johnsviile. Houses were blown down, 
trees. and garden vegetables and telegraph wires 
were badly damaged, and the Mohawk River is 


over its banks. Hail fell in several places,.and 
to-night the weather promises heavy frost. 


Woopstock, Va., June 8.—A hurricane, 
soo anied by a waterspout, struck this place 
at 6:

The streets were flooded by the rain. No such 
storm has been known here in the memory of 
the oldest citizen. At least $10,000 damage was 
done in the town. 


St. THomas, Ontario, June 8.—A heavy 
thunderstorm passed over this section last even- 
ing, causing considerable damage. The wind 
and the lightning were terrific. A house in the 
east end of the city, occupied by a family named 
Ryan, be Lag oe by lightping, which entered 
through the chimney, and passed through the 
room where Mrs. Ryan was sitting, striking and 
instantly killing her. A man named Stilson was 
knocked down in the street and severely injured. 


Port Hops, Ontario,June.8.—A hailstorm 
in this vicinity last night broke every pane of 
giass exposed to it. aiistones as large as wal- 
nuts fell, one measuring inches in circumfer- 
ence. Severa! barns were blown down and others 
were unroofed. The loss is heavy. 


Unioa, N. Y., June 8.—At 8:30 o’clock 
last night a heavy wind, hail, and thunder storm 
set in and flooded the streets and roads in Utica 
and the vicinity. At1:20 o’clock this morning 
a terrific tornado, accompanied by rain, thunder, 
and lighting, passed over the city from the 
west. Roofs were blown off, trees and chim- 
neys overturned, barns demolished, outbuild- 
ings twisted from their foundations and carried 
a great distance, and several brick buildings 
damaged. The storm continued with unabated 
force for half an hour, but considering 
its fury the agaregato damage was remark- 
ably small, The lightning did some damage 
to buildings near Trerton. In some sections of 
Montgomery and Fulton Counties buildings.

MINISTER JACKSON WELCOMED.

GEN, CROOK’S BAD POLICY 


HOW THE APACHE WAR COULB 
HAVE BEEN PREVENTED. 

THE COMMANDING OFFICER RESPONSIBLA 
FOR GERONIMO’S RAID—A PEACE POLI- 
CY THAT DOES NOT WORK. 

WASHINGTON, June8.—When Gen, Crook 
in his last annual report declared his be- 
lief in the power of kindness to subdue the 
Apaches he provoked a great deal of criti- 
cism among army men who had seen 
service among those Indians, and who re- 
garded them as savages hopelessly irre- 
claimable. From letters bearing date 
June 1, received from persons at Fort 
Apache just after the Chiricahuas out- 
break, it is learned that there were mut 
terings against the military authorities 
there, and the charge is even made in one 
letter that the military had twa 
days’ notice ot the warlike intentiona 
of the Apaches, and that if the, 
information had been acted upon 
Geronimo’s band could have been 
surrouuded, disarmed, and prevented 
from the murder and outrage which they; 
have committed. Gen. Crook appears to: 
have been mistaken if the facts are cor-, 
rectly reported about the possibility of 
civilizing Geronimo and Chatto. The hint, 
is thrown out that his representations 
about the superior tilling of the lands 
held by these chiefs are not warranted. 
The intimation is also given that when 
Gen. Crook came out of the mountains 
after the last raid with the Apaches h¢ 
came really as a prisoner, not as @ mam 


holding prisoners. One of the letters al< 
luded to thus describes the condition oO 
affairs prior to the outbreak: 


“Last year about this time the last of the 
Chiricahuas, who were alleged to have been cap 
tured in the Sierra Madre Mountains in Mexico, 
camein from that region and the en body} 
was sent from San Carlos Agency to ise e 
Oreek, which is 12 miles south of Fort Apache 
Shortly after reaching their location at Turkey: 
Creek an outbreak was attempted, plans having 
been arranged by the head men for the massacre 
of the entire garrison, which consisted of ou@ 
company of the Fourth Cavalry under Lieut/ 
Davis. These pians were conducted with sa 
much secrecy and developed so _ rapidly 
that the officer in charge, who was wn« 
der Gen. Crook’s immediate and sole orders, had 
not time, upon learning of the murderous de-} 
signs of the Indians, to communicate with de-; 
partment headquarters, and had barely time t 
disvatch a messenger to Fort Apache durin 
the night. Upon receiving Lieut. Davis's com 
munication the commanding officer at the fo 
dispatched two companies of cavalry to his as- 
sistance, who arri in time to nip the uprisin 
in the bud. Since then there have been frequen 
evidences of a purpose to renew this murderou 
design at the first opportunity, and about the 
middie of May an excuse was made by Geronime 
and other chiefs to justify a discontent with 
their surroundings. his tact was communi-! 
cated by Lieut. Davis to department headquarterg 
by telegraph, the Lieutenant at the same time; 
expressing apprehension that an outbreak was; 
contemplated by Geronimo. No answer to this) 
urgent message was received from Gen. Crook. 
On Sunday evening, May 17, two days after 
Lieut. Davis’s message was sent, the Indian 
broke camp and moved out 12 miles to Turkey: 
Creek. From this point word was sent by tha 
Indians to other bands of their intention to ga 
on the warpath that night, and not until that 
afternoon was the commanding oflicer at Fort 
Apache informed of the danger that threatened 
and of the failure of Gen. Crook to _ re- 
spond to the telegram of Lieut. Davis, Two! 
troops of cavalry were at once sent from Apache 
against the hostile camp. Unfortunately, how~ 
ever, Geronimo’sson and other Indian spies were 
at the fort when the troops moved out, and al- 
though these Indians wero well known the 
military had no authority to arrest them with. 
out orders, and they were thusable to leave with! 
information of the pursuit as soon as it began.) 
By the aid of these Indian spies the advance of’ 
the troops was made known to the hostiles inj 
time to give them three or four hours’) 
start. Several of the Indian scouts desert- 
ed Lieut. Davis as soon as he_ calle 
for assistance and joined the  hogtiles. 
Had instructions been sent from department; 
headquarters, or had Lieut. Davis made timely 
report of the danger that threatened him to 
Fort Apache, the hostile camp could have been 
surrounded and the bloody raid of Geronimo, 
prevented. As it was, the troops did their full) 
duty and pressed the Indians so closely that no; 
murders were committed until the savages 
reached the line of New-Mexico, which theyi 
were able to do long in advance of their pur-~ 
suers, Owing to the fact that they had with 
them over 100 extra horses,thus enabling them td 
change whenever their mounts became fatigued 
It has been well known about Fort Apache for the 

ast year that when these Indians should, —_ 

reak out they would go to Biack Range, whe 
they are now; yet nota soulin that region w 
notified until the savages were upon them. I 
is even possible now that they will escape intd 
Mexico and occupy their old haunts in thd 
Sierra Madre, and should they do so many 
Indians now in the vicinity of Apache and 8a 
Carlos will join them, and the entire business of. 
hunting and “‘civilizing’” these savages willl 
have to be done over. Had these Indians beem 
attacked and reduced to submission two years 
ago in Crook’s campaign in Mexico, their arms 
taken from them, and made prisoners in fact ad 
well as in name, the present trouble wotud now 
have occurred. 

** Stranger stories are told about the Crook ex~ 
pedition to the Sierra Madre. One of the chief 
scouts told army officers that the Indian scouts 
with Crook went determined not to fight the 
Chiricahuss, and it is alleged that when they 
came in sight of Chatto’s camp, though some 
shots were fired, nota single person was hit on 
either side, and when the parleying began all the 
packers aud white soldiers were ordered’ not to 
come within 100 yards of the council. A large 
number of the so-calied captives did not accom~ 
pany the column back and did not come in for 
almost a year afterward. Since their return to the 
reservation, they have doue nothing but roam 
around loaded down with ammunition, their 
breech-loaders across their arms, and mounted 
on their Mexican horses prancing from camp to 
camp, feasting on Government rations, racing 
horses, stealing women, dnd the like. There is 
general feeling of uneasiness and uncertainty 
about the reservation. Many Indians of. th« 
White Mountain bands are not planting, and it 
is known that they have large quantities of corn 
and other supplies stored in the mountains, re< 
mote from their regular camping places. The 
are thoroughly armed and well supplied wit 
ammunition obtained from the scouts. The 
are surly and insolent, and the slightest pretext 
may be seized upon to produce a conflict in 
which many of the alleged peaceable Indiang 
would eagerly take part.’ ’

WARNER’S SILVER SCHEME. 
The criticisms made upon ‘Silver Bill” 
Warner's propositions for settling the sil- 
ver question have caused some of the gen- 
tlemen who were at first unanimous in de- 
claring it admirable to drawin their heads 
after the manner of the apprehensive tur- 
tle. In official circles, while one can hear 


conversation about it, there is a significant 


disinclination to give it countenance. 
That this apparent abandonment of 
Mr. Warner is not altogether relished 
and that a scheme formaking the Govern- 
ment a warehousing concern for the 
storage of silver, and perhaps copper, pig 
iron, and coal later on really possesses at- 
tractions for some financiers is plain. One 
gentleman, an authori to those who 
know him, said to-day that the point of 
Mr. Warner’s pian was not comprehended 
by the severest critics of it. He said 
that he could not see how it 
came to be so poorly understood. 
The proposition was this: That the 
Government should stop the coinage 
of the silver dollar. It would then offer 
to take silver at the gold rate for the 
metal, and for that silver would give a 
warehouse receipt valuable fer certain 
specified purposes. When that receipt 
was presented for redemption the Govern- 
ment could reduce the amount in value of 
silver in bars or redeem it in silver dollars. 
If the silver was more valuable at the 
time the certificates were offered for re- 
demption than it was when the certificates 
were issued, the Government could pay 
the gold value of the certificates in silver 
dollars. The gain to the Government, 
in other words, would be this: That it 
would take silver at the rate of 488 grains, 
pr thereabouts, for each dollar in denom- 
ination to be given for it; the certificates 
issued upon the silver would represent 
nearly the values set forth upon their 
face; if they were offered for redemption 
the Government could redeem them in sil- 
ver bullion, or 412-grain dollars, depend- 
ing upon whether the value of silver had 
declined or advanced. This view of the 
matter may be an attractive one, butit is 
not every one who can see that it deprives 
Mr. Warner’s scheme of all objection. 

Secretary Manning does not talk about the 
scheme at all, except to say that he has 
heard of it; that he has only a brief ac- 
quaintance with Gen. Warner, and that 
he knows that the newspapers are full of 
the proposition. Men who arein a posi- 
tion to know the Secretary’s views say 
that he will have nothing to do with any 
schemes that will anticipate the action of 
Congress. He is known to be firm 
in is loyalty to the silver letter 
of Mr. Cleveland sent to Gen. War- 
ner last Spring. If he can do anything 
to help keep the business of the country 
on a gold basis until the meeting of Con- 
gress he will do it. Then if the people 
shall say that gold or silver shall rule, or 
that there shall be some compromise by 
which both shall be accorded recognition, 

it will be his duty as an executive officer 
to administer the laws which Congress in 

its wisdom may enact. It is known that 
some members of the Administration 

pircle fear that it will not be possible to 

keep business on a gold basis, and regard 

the discussion of the silver question at this 
time as likely to do much to put offa 
change.

THE GREAT MONUMENT DAMAGED. 

The Washington people are very much 
interested in an examination which has 
been made of the Washington Monument 
to-day to discover the extent of the injury 
done to it by lightning on Friday last. The 
injury, which can be seen with astrong 


lass; appears to be a seam across one 
lock of marble in the course immediately 
under the capstone. A small fragment of 
the capstone, on the northeast angle of 
the pyramid, was alse detached. The 
damage is considered trifling, but the 
fear that in a severer storm the 
shaft may be shattered has led to 
the employment of experts to suggest 
precautionary measures. The examina- 
tion by Prof. Rowland, Prof. Newcomb, 
and Prof. Mendenhall, of the Signal 
Service, associated with Col. Casey, led 
them to conclude that the apparatus for 
parrying off electricity inside the monu- 

ent was all that could be desired; in 
act, it was almost too good, the trouble 
being an insufficient connection with the 
putside.

ATTACKING THE SOUTH PENNSYL- 
VANIA SYNDICATE. 
A DISSATISFIED MEMBER’S SUIT TO BREAK 


IT UP AND SECURE A DISTRIBUTION OF 
ITS ASSETS. 

Thesuit brought by Ralph Bagaley to 
break up the South Pennsylvania Railroad syn- 
dicate was before Chief-Justice Sedgwick, in the 
Superior Court, Chambers, yesterday, on a mo- 
tion for an injunction to restrain all proceed- 
ings under the syndicate agreement and for the 
appointment of a Receiver of the syndicate’s 
affairs. Among the other parties to the agree- 
ment are William H. Vanderbilt, his son William 
K. Vanderbilt; hisson-in-law,H. McK. Twombly; 
William C. Whitney, Stephen B. Elkins, Oliver 
H. Payne, Andrew Carnegie, Franklin B. Gowen, 
David Hostetter, D. O. Mille, Francis Lynde 
Stetson, Augustus Schell, and Henry F. Dimock. 
Their object was to procure the construction of 
the road of the South Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company from the Susquehanna to the Youghio- 
gheny River, and to controlitin opposition to 
the Pennsyivania Railroad. To this end they 
subscribed $15,000,000 with which to acquire the 


$20,000,000 of bonds and an equal amount of 
stock of the South Pennsylvania Company. 

Soon after the syndicate was formed, in 1883, 
the American Construction Company was in- 
corporated in New-Jersey. This corporation 
made an agreement with the South Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company by which it was to 
build and equip the latter’s road, receiving in 

ayment for its work all the latter's stock and 
bonds excepting 7,960 shares of stock which had 
been bought up by the syndicate, Two days 
later the Managing Committee of the syndicate 
entered into an agreement to advance money to 
the construction company and receive in return 
therefor the stock and bonds of the railroad 
company. By the agreement under which the 
syndicate was formed it was provided that the 
subscribers should receive bonds and stock for 
each installment of their subscriptions follow- 
ing the paying in of the first 20 percent. In 
December last all the subscribers excepting 
Ralph Bagaley assented to a change of this 
provision in such a way that they were not to 
receive any securities until after they had paid 
in 50 per cent. of their subscriptions. 

Mr. Bagaley, who subscribed #, , and is 

the Assignee of a subscription of $100,000 to the 
syndicate, now complains that the agreement 
under which he expected to get bonds and stocks 
has not been carried out, and furthermore says 
that the purposes of the syndicate cannot law- 
fully be executed. Asa person who hus paid in 
$220,000 he complains that the Executive Oom- 
mittee of the syndicate has imperiled the money 
intrusted toit by advancing it to the American 
Construction Company for use in building 
the South Pennsylvania Company’s road, prior 
to the placing of a mortgage on that road, and 
prior to theissuance of bonds and stocks by 
the railroad company to the construction com- 
pany. The committee has therefore no secu- 
rity for the money, he says, because the Ameri- 
can Construction Company is an irresponsible 
corporation. Beyond this Mr. Bagaley asserts 
that the agreement between the railroad and 
construction companies and the construction 
company and the syndicate are in contraven- 
tion of Pennsylvania laws forbidding stock wa- 
tering, inasmuch as they practically provide for 
the issuance by the railroad company of stock 
and bonds representing $40,000,000 in return for 
a road worth less than $15,000,000, Therefore, as 
his rights have not been respected py it, and as 
it cannot, unlessin disregard of law, carry out 
the plan for the building of the South Pennsyl- 
vania Company's road and for the acquirement 
by itself of the real ownership of that road, Mr. 
Bagaley asks the court to adjudge that he is re- 
lieved of the obligations he assumed to the syn- 
dicate, and that that body must be dissolved and 
allits assets distributed to him and his fellow- 
subscribers. 
When the matter was called by Judge Sedg- 
wick yesterday Frencis N. Bangs asked for an 
edjournment on the ground that he had been 
unable to get affidavits from W. H. Vanderbilt 
and F. B. Gowen. Ool. E. C. James, who, with 
Mesars. Dill & Chandler, appeared for the plaint- 
iff, objected to delay unless he wis given an in- 
junction against proceedings on the part of the 
syndicate in the meantime. Judge Sedgwick re- 
fused to granta temporary injunction, ana ad- 
journed the hearing until June 16. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., June 8.—‘“ I really do 
not know what Mr. Bagaley’s purpose is in 
bringing suit ainst the South Pennsylvania 
Syndicate,” said Dr. Hostetter this evening. ‘I 
have tried to discover it, but he has never in- 
formed me why he has brought this suit,” 

“Do you think there is any reason which is 

not apparent on the surface 7” 
“T don’t know of any mysery, but some of the 
others interested in the road think that Mr. 
Bagaley is acting in the interest of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company. They say that this is 
the only explanation for his strange conduct. If 
he merely wants to get back the money he has 
invested he could readily do so without a suit, 
To attack the issue ot the bonds is nota good 
way to get back his investment. I must say 
that I do not personally believe that Mr, Bagaley 
is acting in the interest of the Pennsyvania 
Railroad. lhadno intimation of such a suit 
until I was served with a summons. My personal 
relations with Mr. Bagaley have up to this 
always been pleasant.” 

‘“* What will be the effect of the suit?” 

“T cannot say. It does seem to me, however, 
that it would not be surprising if Mr. Vanderbilt 
should throw up the whole thing and let the 
Pennsylvania Railroad buy it. Here he has put 
— 000 into the Pittsburg, McKeesport and 

oughiogheny Railroad, $3,000,000 into the Pitts- 
burg and Lake Erie, and $4,000,000 into the South 
Pennsylvania. This is an investment of $15,000,- 
000 in Pittsburg enterprises, all of which will 
greatly benefit the city. To have such asuitas 
this come from a Pittsburger is not very encour- 
aging to Mr. Vanderbilt.” 

** Have any changes been madeinthe agree- 
ments under which the road is to be built?” 

**None recently. It was originally agreed that 
the subscribers should pay in 20 per cent. of their 
subscriptions and then receive the bonds for the 
full amount of thelr subscriptions. Later on a 
meeting was held, when it was decided toextend 
the amount of assessment to be paid in to 50 per 
cent. My recollection is that Mr. Bagaley yoted 
for this extension. He afterward offered the 
money due, providing he was given his bonds, 
but they were not printed and he could not get 
them. Since then he has refused to comply with

The action 
of the Pennsylvania indicates that it means to 
resent the action of the Chicago linesin refus- 
ing to put the seventeen-dollar rate from 
Chicago on the regular rate sheet to 
be used by the lines west and 
northwest from Chicago, and that it will make 
whatever rates it chooses from all points on its 
own lines west from Chicago, and such lines as 
are willing to act with it. The Pennsylvania's 
object is claimed to be to make the war on east- 
bound passenger rates odious by meeting any 
rates that are made over any of its competitors’ 
lines, and thus force a restoration of rates as 
speédily as possible.

A LUNATIC ASYLUM BURNED. 

WInLIAMSEURG, Va.,June 8.—At120’cliock 
last nighta fire broke out.inthe right wing of 
the centre building of the Eastern Lunatic Asy- 
lum, and before it could be got under control 
everything was destroyed. The buildings burned 
comprised the original ones of the institution 
and were erected over 100 years ago. There 
were 200 female patients in the burned buildings, 

ut all of them were rescued. A patient, Mrs. 

effries, after being brought out of the building, 
wandered away and was found this morning 
drowned in a creek near a All the female 

atients ere taken to illiam and Mary 

ollege, where they were temporarily cared 
for. he other wards contained nearly 200 male 
patients. These wards were quickly emptied 
and the inmates were turned loose, but did not 
wander off, being generally tractable. When it 
was found that the fire was getting beyond con- 
trol aid was heroes op for from Richmond, 
and a steamer reached here from that city at 
about 8 o’clock this morning, but the fire had 
then done its worst. The Richmond firemen, 
however, went to work and did good service. 
None of the male wards were burned, they being 
situated in buildings partially disconnected from 
those destroyed and a strong wind blowing from 
them. The fire is believed to have resulted from 
some trouble with the electric light wires, as it 
was first discovered where the wires entered the 
right wing of the building. Four large build- 
ings belonging to the asylum yet remain, and 
Dr. A Moncure, the Superintendent, states that 
by crowding allthe patients can be accommo- 
dated in them until additional quarters are pro- 
vided. The records of the institution, which 
were in the western end of the main building, 
were gotten out safely before the fire reached 
them. Much of the furniture was also saved. 
The total loss wiil reach $150,000, upon which 
there is an insurance in local companies of only 
$30,000. The-buildings which escaped the flames 
Sa for about $25,000in foreign com- 
panies. 

The insurance on the burned building is all 
in the Mutual Assurance Society or Virginia. 


GRASSHOPPERS IN CALIFORNIA. 
San FRAncIscO, Cal., June 8.—The grass- 
hopper ravages in California are much less seri- 
ous than they were at first thought to be. The 
damages to grain by them are confined mostly 
to the southern portions ot the San Joaquin 


Valley. The latest reports from there show the 
first statements to have been greatly exag- 
gerated, and no correct estimate of the damage 
can yet be made.

SHOT IN MOUNT MORRIS PARE. 


A WOMAN DANGEROUSLY WOUNDED BY A 
MAN SHE DID NOT KNOW. 

Mount Morris Park at midnight is a 
lonely spots Lights it has none, and a solitary 
park policeman is expected to patrol. it 
and protect those who enter it from in- 
sult or injury. Shortly before midnight 
Sunday the sharp report of a pistol, followed 
by a woman’s scream, was heard in the park. 
Policeman Gerard ran to the spot with ali pos- 
sible haste, and found a woman lying on the 
ground. Her face was covered with blood and 


her nose appeared to have been shotaway. ‘The 
woman was conscious and able to talk. She 
was taken to the Twefth Precinct Station, 
where she gave her name as Elizabeth Doyle, 
28 years of age, of No. 2,212 Second-avenue. She 
refused to give the name of her assailant, but 
said she knew him. She was removed to the 
Ninety-ninth-Street Hospitalin an ambulance. 
There she was told she was dangerously injured 
and had better give the name of her assailant. 
She again refused to do so, and was placed under 
the influence of chloroform. 

Before she returned to consciousness the bul- 
let had been extracted... It was supposed at first 
that she wouid die, but as the hours went by she 
seemed to gain strength. Late yesterday morn- 
ing she gave the police a description of her 
assailant and told the story of the shooting, 
She said that she had gone tothe park for the 
purpose of meeting a friend. Not finding him 
she sat down ona bench. A stranger walked up 
and sat beside her. He made an improper pro- 
posal to her, and on her’becoming indignant he 
pulled a pistol from his hip pocket and fired one 
shotat her. The bullet entered her face below 
the ieft cheek bone. It passed through the nose 
and right eye and loaned near the right temple. 
The woman exhibited great coolness at the sta- 
tion and hospital. Sergeant Reynolds, of the 
Tweltth Precinct, thought that she was under 
the influence of liquor, but she said she had not 
been drinking. 

With the description she had given of her as- 
sailant Park Policeman Gerard arrested John 
Coleman in the Park last evening, and took him 
to the hospital. He was marched to the side of 
the cot on which the wounded woman lay. She 
was asked if he was the man who shoi her. 
‘He is the man,” she said. She was positive 
in her identification, though she confessed she 
had never seen him until Sunday night, and 
then in the dark. Coleman was locked up in the 
Twelfth Precinct Station. He told the police he 
was 29 years old, and lived in a shanty at the 
east end of One Hundred and Fourth-street. He 
toldareporter of TH» Times be lived on One 
Hundred and Sixth-street.. He denied that he had 
shot Miss Doyle, said he had never seen her be- 
fore and knew nothing about theshooting. The 
police seemed inclined to believe him and to 
place no credence in the woman's story. They 
maintain that if her assailant were a stranger it 
would be impossible for her to identify him, as 
the assault was committed in the dark. 

Coleman gave his father’s address as his own. 
He is below middle height and has an inoffensive 
appearance. Until a week ago he was employed 
asa driver by Daniel Shefflin, undertaker, of 
No. 2,056 Second-avenue. He is married, has a 
wife and child, and lives on the top floor of a 
houso on the southeast corner of One 
Hundred and Twentieth-street and Second- 
avenue. On Tuesday of last week, with 
five other drivers he went to Westchester to 
assist in opening a tavern kept by Mrs. Devine. 
They assisted so vigorously that several of them 
were unfit for work for days afterward, Coleman 
among the number. He returned to Shefflin’s 
on Saturday and found that his place was filled. 
He has not been at home for a week. 

Mr. Shefilin scouted the idea that Coleman was 
guilty of the crime laid to his charge. He has 
known him since boyhood, he told a Tres re- 
porter last night. He described him as quict 
and inoffensive, with a fondness for whisky. 
This, Mr. Sheffiin said, was the only bad 
trait in his character. Coleman had never 
carried a pistol to his knowledge, nor even a 
knife, for when he wanted one in his business he 
was always compelled to borrowit, ‘The first 
thing he'd do with a pisto!,” said Mr. Shefflin, 
“would be to sell it for whisky.” Several of 
Coleman’s friends laughed at the 1dea that he 
had shot any one. 

The people from whom the wounded woman 
rented a room described her as“ quiet.” They 
had considered her * a decent body,”’ but recol- 
lected that one night a man entered her room 
after 10 o’clock and was not seen to leave it. Al- 
though the woman's condition last night was as 
favorable as it had been at any time since her 
reception at the hospital, the Coroner was sent 
for. It was deemed advisable to take her ante- 
mortem statement. She refused last night to 
give the name of the man whom she expected to 
meet inthe park. The police say that a small, 
dark-complexioned man followed the crowd 
which quickly gathered after the shooting to the 
vicinity of the station. For some unexplained 
reason they supposed he might be the man who 
had done the shooting. He was questioned, but 
they failed to connect him with the shooting, 
and allowed him to go his way when he said his- 
name was Lee and his residence-was in One Hun- 
dred and Seventeenth-street. The Directory

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THE IRON WORKERS’ STRIKE, 


SOME OF THE MEN ACCEPT THE REDUCED 
WAGES OFFERED, 

PirrspurG, Penn., June 8&—The an- 
nouncement that:some of the iron workers had 
gone to work at a reduction caused the greatest 
excitement among mill men to-day. The Amal- 
gamated Association evidently expected a break, 
and sent circulars to every lodge in the district 
warning members of the organization that if 
they work before the entire scale was signed 
their action would not be in keeping with union 


principles. The fear of being blacklisted will 
doubtless prevent most, if not all, members from 
going to work until asatisfactory arrangement 
is made. 

The mill where the break occurred was the 
Sligo sheet mill, owned by Phillips, Nimick & 
Co. The men there resumed work at 10 per 
cent. reduction on the scale. A committee met 
in the afternoon to consider the matter and in- 
duce the men not to work beyond to-morrow. 

The Etna Mills, of Spang, Chalfant & Co., were 
also to have started to-day, but were prevented 
by the want of muck rollers. The puddlers and 
plate rollers were ready to resume work. A 
break at this mil] is only a matter of a few days 
—that is, until the firm can get some muck roll- 
ers. The point in dispute with the Amalgamated 
Association is the classification of the rolling 
mill, The firm claims that itis a plate inill, as 
it only makes skelp and pipe iron. All other 
mills doing that class of work are classified as 
plate mills. The Amalgamated Association in- 
sists on considering it as as a sheet mill, and will 
not sanction the peasant of any but sheet mill 
prices there. The puddlers and finishers have 
always been at odds in this mill, but in this case 
the latter seem ready to break away from the 
authority of the officialsand accept the price 
offered by the firm. 

The scale was signed to-day by the Volta Iron 
Company, of Apollo, Penn. This firm manu- 
factures sheet iron exclusively, and the capacity 
of the mill is about 12,000 tons a year. The 
Kirkpatricks, who control the company, havo 
also the largest share in the Leechburg and 
Mansfield mills, and it is, therefore, probable 
that these companies will also sign the scale 
£002. Inthe strike of 1882 the Apollo mill was 
the first to start non-union and defeated the 
Amalgamated Association, but the workmen 
joined that body after the strike was over. 


CLEVELAND, Juve &—The workmen at 
the Union Rolling Mill, the only one in this city 
which is controlled by the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation, appointed a committee to-day to wait 
upon the Directors, who had requested an inter- 
view. The men were cordially received and the 
scale signed. The fires will be lighted to-mor- 
row morning. Three hundred and fifty men are 
employed here. They have been out one week. 





SUED FOR A LARGE SUM. 
MontreaL, June 8.—Mr. L. J. Macdon- 
ald, Queens Counsel, is suing the Directors of 
the broken Consolidated Bank on behalf of the 
shareholders for $3,500,000 which is alleged to 
have been squandered through the carelessness 
of the Directors. The plaintiff urged that it had 


been shown in evidence that the bank started 
in 1876 and failed in August, 1879, be- 
tween which dates the whole capital of 
$3,500,000 was wiped out. In the last statement 
made to the Government before the failure the 
capital was represented as intact and the bank 
flourishing, while in May, 1879, the Directors re- 
duced the capital 40 per cent. without consult- 
ing the shareholders. It had been established 
from the books of the bank that the Directors 
were in entire ignorance of the manner 
in which its affairs had been conduct- 
ed. Mr. Rankin swore he knew nothing of 
the fact that before its suspension the bank was 
carrying $1,500,000 overdue paper of the most 
worthless and rotten concerns in the city which 
could not get $5 worth of credit anywhere else. 
The bank had been paying $160,000 on interest 
every year, which at 4 or 5 percent. would have 
eaten up all the capital in four or five years. 
The Directors pleaded that they had beon misled 
by the Cashier and other responsible officers of 
the bunk.

UNEASY COMMISSIONERS. 


MESSRS, ROBINSON AND LAWRENCE DO NOT’ 


ENJOY CRITICISM. 

CoLumBts, June 8.—Two of the State’s 
eminent financiers, Gen. Robinson, Secretary of 
State, und Attorney-General Lawrence, mem- 
bers-of the Sinking Fund Commission, have re- 
turned to:Columbus in very bad humor, because 
of the criticisms that have-been made by the 
press, which cast a suspicion upon them because 
of the contract awarded to the Netter syndicate 
for the $2,400,000 State bonds. Both Gen. Robinson 
and Lawrence maintain that the loan was one of 
the very best ever madein the interest of the 


State, and that there was no corruption in the 
transaction. 

The efforts of the Commissioners to convey 
the impression that the sessions were not secret, 
but were held with open doors and windows, are 
not substantiated by the facts, as two members 
of the press were requested to leave the oflice 
after having gained admission, and others were 
informed at the door that none would be admit- 
ted.

SHERIFF FARLEY ACCUSED. 





CHARGES THAT HE AND HIS SUBORDINATES 
ARE GUILTY OF EXTORTION. 

Lawyer R. 8. Bussing, Jr., a member of 
the Brooklyn Citizens’ League, wrote to District 
Attorney Ridgway, yesterday, making a formal 
complaint of extortion against the Sheriff's 
office. The Fleet-Street Methodist Episcopal 
(African) Church was sold last week for $210 to 
satisfy legal judgments held by creditors. The 
Sheriff had charge of thesale. One judgment for 
$183 42 was paid by the Sheriff, and a balance of 
$76 38 was lett to satisfy the other judgment, held 
by Moses D. Richards, for whom Mr. Bussing 13 
attorney. The latter says that he demanded this 
balance, less the Sheriif’s fees, from Under 
Sheriff McLaughlin, and was tendered a check 
for $3], all that was left of the balance. The 
Sheriff’s fees legally were $7 25,and Mr. Bussing re- 
Tused to accept this check. He was then offered 
$36 and then $41,and refused both. He made 
another formal request for his money—{69 33— 
and it being refused, he went away. Mr. Bussing 
says it is a barefaced attempt at extortion, and 
he will lay the matter before the Grand Jury, 
and it necessary before the Governor himself. 

Mr. John P. Hudson, who bought the church 
cages says that when he went to the auction 
1e was approached b ae Sheriff Cunning- 
ham, who said that the Sherilf’s office intended 
torun thesale up, and asked how much it would 
be worth for him, Cunningham, to stay away.

Under Sheriff 
McLaughlin says that the Sheriff has 60 days in 
which to make his answer, and he will take the 
full time allowed. f

TO OCCUPY EX-GOV. MORGAN’S HOUSE IN 
FIFTH-AVENUE. 

The St. Nicholas Club held a meeting 
last night and decided to move from its pres- 
ent house in Twenty-ninth-street, between 
Fifth and Madison avenues, to No. 413 
Viith-avenue the former residence of E. 
D. Morgan. President Augustus Van Cort- 
landt occupied the chair, and between 
150 and 200 members were present.

This afternoon the-cadets were called out for 
a skirmish drill.

4 COSTLY BUT WORTHLESS WOOD 
PRESERVING PROCESS. 

NAVY DEPARTMENT WASTES MUCH 
MONEY ON A USELESS PATENT—TRE 
PART GEN, B. F, BUTLER PLAYED. 

WASHINGTON, June §.—In a very long re- 
port received by Seerctary Whitney regarding 
the so-called Thilmany process of preserving 
wood, the plant for which is now owned by the 
Government, are some interesting facts as to 
the way the Government has been in- 
duced to expend a ‘good many thou- 
sand doliars for an ‘“invention’s of little 
or no practical utility. The repért is 
signed by Capt. F. M. Bunce, United States 
Navy; Prof. Charles F. Chandler, of New-York, 
and Capt. H. L. Howisov, who were appointed by 
Mr. Whitney late in April to inquire into the 
Gealings of the Navy Department with the 
American Wood Preserving Company, and to 
investigate the utility of the invention and its 
practical value. At the request of Gen. B. F. 
Butler, in 1875, Naval Constructor Mintonye was 
sent by the Secretary of the Navy to Cleveland 
to examine and report upon the wood preserv- 
ing process in question. The naval constructor 
mace a favorable report & few days tater. 
This was followed by a proposal from James 
H. Young and William F. Jabbin, agents of the 
preserving company, to impregnate 250,000 cubic 
feet of ship timber against rot, decay, and ship 
worm, under certain conditions as to the erec- 
tion of works, price, &c. The next day Gen. 
Butler obtained a copy of the Mintenye report, 
and a little less thana year later—Feb. 7, 1877— 
Secretary Robeson entered into a contract with 
the preserving company. The company was to 
furnish the necessary plant anda superintendent, 
who was to be paid $100 a month by the Govern- 
ment. All other labor was also to be paid for by 
the United States, and for the impregnation of 
the timber the company was to receive $7,000 
50,000 cubic feet. When 100,000 cubic feet 

1ad been impregnated the Navy Department 
was to have the privilege of buying, at cost, the 
company’s works, and the privilege of using the 
Thilmany process for 4 cents per cubic foot. 
In March, 1880, the contract was so changed that 
15 cents per foot was paid for the impregnation 
of one lot of 40,000 cubic feet of timber. The 
change was made by order of Secretary Thomp- 
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in April, 1879, a board of three naval con- 
structors named by the Navy Department re- 
ported that the impregnation process was per- 
tect and that more timber should be treated. 

Another board of six members reported in No- 

vember, 1880, that the total cost of the presery- 

ing company’s works which had deen erected ut 
the Boston Navy Yard was $34,891 95. This 
board found no essential! ditference between the 
strength of impregnated and unimpregnated 
timber, and added that not sufficient time had 
elapsed to make an accurate statement of the 
durability of the timber. It wasalso stated that 
the process would have no bad effects upon 
the copper fastenings of ship timber. At- 

tached to _ this board’s report was a 
recommendation that the works should be pur- 
chased by the Navy Department. Still another 
board, appointed by Secretary Hunt, reported 
in ls8lthat “sulphate of copper was found in 
the sap wood of timber treated; that it was a 
preservative of wood, and that it was found in 
very minute quantities in the heart wood, and, 
in combination with the barium, in the form of 
sulphate of barium, was not found in sutficient 
quantity to stop the pores of the wood, and 
wherever found was inert matter. having no 
useful effect on the timber,” 

Late in thesame year Gen. Butler, as counse) 
for the preserving company, complained to the 
Navy Department that the works at the Boston 
Navy Yard bad been substantially idle since 
June, 1880. He asked the department either to 
buy the works or to contract at once with the 
company for the impregnation of enough wood 
to keep the worksrunning ata profit. In No- 
vember, 1883, the department contracted for the 
preservation of 100,000 cubic feet of wood at 14 
celts per foot. 

On Jan. 9 last Secretary Chandler appointed a 
new board to lookinto the preserving matter, 
and he received from it areport to the effect that 
the process was good and the Government ought 
to buy the works. This report was referred to 
the Bureau of Construction, and was returned 
with that bureau’s indorsement that there 
seemed to be no chance fora reasonable doubt 
that the value of the Thilmany process as a pre- 
servative had been determined. The bureau also 
thought the company’s works should be pur- 
chased by the Government. On the last day of 
January the company’s property was trans- 
ferred to the Government through its agent, 
James H. Young, together with a license to use 
the company’s patent at the rate of 4 cents per 
cubic foot of timber impregnated. The Gov- 
ernment paid $38,891 95 for the works, and 
$9,949 58 for timber sold to it by the company. 
Tt also paid $972 26 for the labor of preserving 
this timber. 

After giving in detail all these transactions, 
the board appointed by Secretary Whitney de- 
scribes the property found by itat the Boston 
yard and the process of preserving wood, and 
gives the resultsof numerous chemical, micro- 
scopical, and other tests made by it of the pre- 
served timber. The board finds that as the 
impregnation of timber with sulphate of 
copper was proposed and used by Bouche- 
rie 40 years ago, the Thilmany patent covers 
no useful improvement in this art and 
is practically worthless. The process was 
used on wooden pavements in Cleveland with 
uncertain results, and a piece of wood thus im- 
pregnateds to preserve it from teredos, was 
found after being submerged in the harbor 
of Key West for 18 months, to be honey- 
combed in its central parts by the teredos. Mr. 
Whitney’s board reports also, that, including 
the cost of labor, the Government has thus 
$156,168 62 on the preserv- 
ing process. The timber was treated in 
the rough, thus increasing the expense 
about one-third, and reducing fully as much 
any useful result. The board adds that it 1s 
forced to these conclusions: 1. That the Thil- 
many process does not embody any useful im- 
provement inthe art of preserving timber, and 
that it possesses no practical value whatever. 
2. That the works now belonging to the Gov- 
ernment could be duplicated for much less 
than was paid tor them. 3. That a very 
large part of the expenditure of the Govern- 
ment has resulted in no practical advantage. 
Attached to the report is the statement that the 
board was informed that when the American 
Wood Preserving Company’s works were‘sold to 
the Government, they and the patents were the 
property of James H. Young, and at the time of 
the sale were in the custody of the United States 
Marshal of Massachusetts under an attachment 
issued by the United States Circuit Court in the 
suit of Louis G. Myer against Young. This at- 
tachment still holds, the amount in dispute being 
about $6,000. The board was also informed that 
the works had been mortgaged to Gen. B. F. But- 
er, but the mortgage was afterward discharged.

Postmaster-General Vilas to-day denied that 
he had sent a dispatch to Chicago touching the threat- 
ened strike among the railway postal clerks. He says 
that there need be no apprehensions of a strike. It 
was possible that a few clerks who felt that from their 
inefficiency they had no chance of remaining in the 
service had endeavored to effect a combination among 
the older and more efiicient men, but they had failed 
to succeed in their attempt. The Official Postal Guide 
for May contains a notice overthe signature of the 
Postmaster-General that efficient and honest rail- 
way postal clerks who have not turned their 
attention to political labors during their service 
need have no fear of being disturbed 
in office. *That declaration in regard to the postal 
clerks and their retention,’”’ said the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, “has never been departed from in a single in- 
stance, | believe. One mistake was made, but when I 
discovered it I restored the man to the service.

HOW TRUMAN SUPPORTED HIMSELF. 
Louie Estelle Truman, the wife of George 
T. Truman, the gambler who stabbed * Larry” 
O’Brien in a recent street fight, was in the office 
of Samuel 8 Thomas yesterday afternoon for 
the purpose of testifying before him as Ref- 
ereein amotion for alimony pending a suit 


for divorce from her husband. Mrs. Truman 
was supported by Howe & Hummel, while Coun- 
selor Delamarre appeared for Mr. Truman. 
The plaintiff is a well dressed little woman, with 
a decidedly attractive face. She testified that she 
was married to Mr. Truman in San Francisco 
on April 20, 1880, and that at that time he repre- 
sented himself as a wealthy druggist of Chicago, 
with a store at the corner of State and Thir- 
tieth streets, in that city, which brought 
him annually an income of $650,000. His 
mode of living was extravagant, and he 
often spent $300 or $400 a week. Later 
Truman told her that he made a prosperous 
living by traveling back and forth on the At- 
lantic steamers, gambling with the passengers, 
as well as by playing in the fashionable clubs of 
London and Paris. His great torte was at bac- 
carat, a game on which he hada certainty, and 
he used to practice it with her in order to per- 
fect himself init. Frequently, it was said, Tru- 
man won $2,000 or $3,000 at a sitting, and on one 
occasion he fleeced a Regent-street (London) 
jeweler out of £1,000 at the Grafton Ciub in that 
city. He bad a bank account and always dressed 
well to convey the impression that he was aman 
of wealth and good standing. 

Mrs. Truman expressed the belief that at the 

resent time her husband was interested in gam- 

ling houses at No.8 Barclay-street and at No. 
6 West Twenty-eighth-street. She had once vis- 
ited the latter place in search of him, and saw a 
game in progress. She ceased living with himin 
September, 1882. Twenty-five minutes elapsed 
before the Referee andthe respective counsel 
could decide the question: “*When shall we 
three meet again ?” 





A LITTLE GIRL AS A BURGLAR. 

A fair-haired girl not more than 12 years 
of age was arraigned before Police Justice Stil- 
sing, in Jersey City, yesterday morning on a 
charge of burglary. Her name was Katie Hoff- 
man. She lives inthe vicinity of a little fancy 
goods store kept by Mrs. E. H. Richter; at Cof- 
fin House-square, asit is called, in South Bergen. 
Mrs. Richter, for some reason, went to her store 
on Sunday morning and saw by the confusion 
into which it had been thrown that the place 
had been entered by athief. Officer Jones, who 
was put upon the case, satisfied himself that the 
thief had been admitted to the store through 
the cellar, after raising an iron grating in tiie 
rear yard. In the soft earth of the ceilar he dis- 
covered imprints of a child’s shoe, the heel run 
over peculiarly at the side. On inquiry he 
learned that little Katie Hoffman wore a shoe 
that answered the description. She was sought, 
and, on being found, confessed her guilt. She 
said that she had taken the things out ina 
clothes basket. Part of them she had concealed 
after the theft in the cellar of her parents’ resi- 
dence. The rest of them she had taken to her 
neighbors and asked them to keep them for her 
mother, who did not desire her father to know 
that she hadthem. She could not say or did not 
say what had prompted her to the theft. The 
Justice committed her for trial.

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COLLAPSE OF A MINING COMPANY. 


EMBARRASSED BY LACK OF MONEY WITH 
WHICH TO PAY FOR ITS MULES.: 

ScrANTON, Penn., June 8.—A mining bub- 
ble known as the Amity Coal Company has sud- 
denly collapsed here owing to a levy made on its 
effects py the Sheriff for the collection of $4,000 
due to the Hillard Live Stock Company for the 
mules that furnished the motive power in the 
company’s mine. The patient, plodding mule is 
a prime factor in the work of mining. He 
moves the cars along the underground track to 
and from the foot of the slope orshatt up which 
the coal is hoisted, and is to the subterranean 
railroad what the locomotive is to the great 
highways of commerce. When the Amity Com- 
pany was organized about a year ago it had to 
get mules on credit, and a failure to pay for 


them led to its present embarrassment 
and disclosed the interesting fact that 
with a nominal capital of $25,000, of 
which only about $7,000 was paid in, 
the enterprising managers of the concern have 
built up a debt of $206,798. The true inwardness 
of the project was discussed at a meeting of 
creditors held in this city to discuss a proposi- 
tion of settlement submitted by the emoar- 
rassed company. Atthis meeting there was a 
very free interchange of opinion in regard to 
the scheme. One of the creditors declared that 
the capital of the concern consisted: mainly of 
“cheek.” The leading spirits in the enterprise 
were 8. N, Stettler and E. L. Fuller, of Scranton, 
who have had considerable experience in coal 
mining matters. They conceived the tdea of 
forming a coal company with a capital stock of 
$25,000, and they succeeded in securing the co- 
operation of the Hon. Theodore Strong, a 
wealthy Pittston banker, and the Hon. 
R. -W. Archbald, who is now one of 
the Judges on the Lackawanna Bench. 
Messrs. Strong and Archbald were con- 
tent to put their money into the venture as 
they would into any other investment, and they 
left the management to Messrs. Stettler and 
Fuller. Stettler was chosen President and man- 
ager of the mine and Fuller was Treasurer. All 
the money that was paid in on the capital stock 
was $5,500 by Mr. Strong, and $1,500 by Mr. Stett- 
ler, Aloan of $125,000 was negotiated with the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Company 
for the purpose of making the improvements 
necessary to develop the mine, and all the lum- 
ber and machinery as well as the mules required 
were obtained on credit. The company’s office 
was fitted up extravagantly and everything 
seemed to be in fine shape for a successful busi- 
ness, but the coal trade did not boom as expected, 
and a Syracuse firm that had been trusted for 
$12,000 worth of black diamonds collapsed, to 
the great detriment of the Amity Coal Company, 
Limited. The sale of the property for the satis- 
faction of the mule bill has been delayed at the 
instance of the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western Company, which holds a mortgage on 
the mine tor $125,000. A preliminary injunction 
has veen issued by Judge Hand, and wiil be ar- 
gued this week. Meantime the Amity Company 
has made a proposition to pay its unse- 
cured creditors 10 per cent. of the indebtedness 
when nine-tenths of such creditors sign the pro- 
posed agreement; 10 per cent. four montbs from 
the date of the first payment, and the balance 
in semi-annual installments of 10 per cent., 
commencing April 1, 1886, until the whole 
amount of the indebtedness, with interest, is paid. 
It is also agreed that a judgment of $50,000 
confessed to Mr. William Connell, Trustee for 
the unsecured creditors, shall be retained by 
him to secure the fulfillment of the proposition, 
and in case of default on any of the installments 
an execution shall be issued upon application ot 
Messrs. Dale, Taylor, and Warren, the gentle- 
men who represent the unsecured creditors, 
Many of the creditors have not yet signed this 
agreement, aud the success of the Amity Coal 
Company in building up such a mountain of 
debt on a small foundation is the talk of the 
town. A good many coal bubbles like the 
Amity concern have recently come to grief in 
this section, and have given some would-be coal 
kings and those who trusted thém a practical 
illustration of the folly of “striving after wind.”

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THE COTTON CROP. 
New-Or.eEAns, June 8.—The monthly re- 
port of the National Cotton Exchange concern- 
ing the growing cotton crop says: 
The season presents some striking contrasts with the 
one preceding, and, while attended with several draw- 
packs for the cotton planter, it may be characterized, 
taking the whole cotton belt, a!) things considered, as 
the best for several years. A very coo! and dry Spring 
retarded planting from one to two weeks, but the crop 
was well pitched. The lands were properly worked, and 
an exceptional stand hus been secured. Insects bhuve 
ravaged thecrop, and the young plants have died 
trom co!d over limited areas. and the plants over the 
entire belt up to the middie of May was of small 
growth, but bas had the advantage of carefui atten- 
tion and cultivation, which has been bestowed on it 
by reason of the favorable working conditions and 
an abundance of Jabor. In May warmer weather 
and showers brought up the condition rapidly. In 
some sections rains were needed to germinate the seed 
and to bring good stands. In other places rain waS 
necessary to give vigor to the young plants, 
whiie there are complaints, mainly from the northern 
section of the belt, or rather from the upper sections 
of some States, of excessive rains. <A careful analysis 
of the situation justifies the assertion that the damage 
from this cause, while fexred in some localities, had 
not really been yet intlicted. The early June weather, 
therefore. in these sections may be watched with in- 
terest. Taken aitogether the May weather conditions 
can be regarded us very favorable, and they have 
brought the crop toa far higher status than existed lust 
year at the corresponding date. In comparing’ with 
1s84 the genera! features, as will be noticed in our re- 
view of the States and by our examination of temper- 
ature and rainfalls tables, there is a better average 
for this season over the whole belt. ‘l’o contrast 
briefiy: East of the Mississippi River the condition is 
fully as good or better than last year. West of it the 
situation is decidedly more favorable, while in the 
Mississippi bottoms there is a marked advantage in 
every respect. We present these contrasts merely for 
the benetitof those interested in the staple that each 
may draw conclusions, as it is not the intention to give 
in figures of percentage un estimate of the varying 
prospects of a crop at so very early a stage of its 
rrowth.

DEATH OF ARCHBISHOP BOURGET. 
Ignace Bourget, Archbishop of Martian- 
opelis, died yesterday afternoon at the Convent 
ofthe Sacred Heart, Back River, Canada. He 
was born in 1799in the parish of QGuebec. He 


established the Jesuits in Montreal and 
founded about 20 other religious com- 
munities, besides a Jarge number of charita- 
ble and educational institutions. The Archbishop 
was said to dislike English-speaking people even 
of his own faith, they being an obstruction to 
the realization of his ambitious projects of 
making Lower Canada an Ultramontane model. 
He adhered in the fullest sense to all the new 
dogmas of the Romish Church, being a devoted 
expounder of the Immaculate Conception, the 
infallibility decrees, and the syllabus, pushing 
these doctrines further than the Pope nbimseif, 
It was through his influence that St. Peter’s Ca- 
thedral was built opposite the Windsor Hotel 
andin the centre of the Protestant district of 
Montreal. In 1875 the Archbishop was brought 
into great prominence by his opposition to the 
burial of Joseph Gwibord in the Roman Catholic 
cemetery at Montreal, he having been an ex- 
communicated member of the church, 
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CLAIMING $10,000 DAMLAGES,

The defendants allege that they never 
employed Mrs. Gibbons, but charitably allowed 
her and her family to occupy rooms in the build- 
ing in order to allowthem to make a little 
money by cleaning rooms for tevants. They 
also claim that the fire was the result of negli- 
gence on the part of the plaintiff.

SECRETARY BAYARD IN KANSAS.

HE MAKES KANEAS PEOPLE HAPPY BY EX- 
TOLLING THEIR STATE. 

LAWRENCE, Kan., June 8.—Lawrence isin 
holiday attire, and the streets are swarming with 
people from ail parts of Kansas and sur- 
rounding States, attracted here by the 
visit of Secretary Bayard. ‘The Secretary 
arrived on Sunday night and is the guest 
of ex-Mayor G. D. lBowersock. Sunday 
he was shown over the city and received a great 
number of prominent citizens. This evening he 
delivered the annual address before the literary 
societies of the State University on the subject 
* Individuality.” 

Secretary Bayard, in opening his remarks, said 
he was present on this occasion by an in- 
vitation heartily extended by his friend, 
and Kansas’s worthy Senator, Mr. Plumb. 
He then took up the theme of his 
address, ** Individuality,” and followed it close- 


ly throughout. His life, he said, for many 
years had been directed to strengthening and 
perpetuating institutions of the Govern- 
ment under a_ republican form, and in 
the pursuit of this he had _ considered 
the weather points of the system of the United 
states, ‘* On what soil,’’ said the speaker, “ can 
counsel be held to take measures for the strength- 
ening and preservation of the citadel of our po- 
litical safety as a nation more properly than in 
Kansas, the geographical centre of the American 
Union, midway between the ‘roar of the rock- 
bound Atlantic and the murmur of the Pacific 
seas?” And where so well in Kansas as 
in the educational centre, the  univer- 
sity so wisely established by aid of the 
State.” Continuing, Mr. Bayard spoke of 
the: despotism of numbers, the ‘danger 
of majorities that must be counteracted by the 
power of individuality, andreferred also to the 
effects of co-operation in modern Ameri- 
can life, their power i good and for 
evil, and the necessity for the influence 
of heaithy individual will, enterprise and 
energy in making secure common liberty and 
prosperity. Heconsiderod that there isa pres- 
ent danger in a too ready recogniticn of the 
acceptance of the _ political fact that it 
is not always safe to speak truths that 
are unpopular at the moment of their 
utterance, and that just in proportion 
to the importance of the subject to the public 
interest and the excitement that is feltin rela- 
tron to it must be the cautious suppression of 
unpalatable epinions regarding it. This, said 
the speaker, is so obvious a danger, s0 
palpable a weak point in our s0- 
cial system, that I wish to emphasize 
the fact of its existence, in order that I may 
assist in creating a standard of public opinion 
that shall guard against 1t. We need in- 
dividuality against the success of a 
suddenly aroused and impatient major- 
ity. We have no divisions of classes 
and interests established by law. No Barons to 
hold the King in check, no King to check the 
Barons, nor Established Church, nor class of 
exclusive landholders. But we have a writ- 
ten Constitution, framed in the spirit of 
civil liberty, and based upon a reliance that its 
citizens were capable of comprehending its 
principles and controlling themselves, and there- 
fore would be unwhiling to permit power long 
to remain in selfish, unworthy, and unsafe hands. 
Mr. Bayard next dwelt upon conspicuous in- 
stances in history of men of individuality and 
the lesson of their lives, and urged the 
necessity for setting up in Government 
and society a standard of conscience and 
heroism that shall be rewarded by sympathetic 
admiration and public confidence, making men 
better and more outspoken as_ individuals. 
Coneluding he said: ‘*‘Hero worship is 
generous and ennobling, Hero worship 
[ desire to encourage, but who is the 
hero? fs it the successful or unsuccessful 
man? The answer is to befound in what caused 
his success or the lack of it. Should we ever 
cease reverentiy to remember that the truest 
crown ever worn on this earth was a crown of 
thorns?” 


A TOWN SWEPT 
SEES 

BUSINESS HOUSES DESTROYED, 

VOLVING A LOSS $350,000. 

PETERSBURG, Va., June 8.—At a late 
hour last night all the principal business portion 
of the town of Suffolk, including the Suffolk 
Hotel, the Southern Telegraph office, and the 
Commercial Bank, were destroyed by fire. The 
fire broke out shortly after 11 o’clock on the 
south side of Washington-square, and spreading 
rapidly east, west, and north, swept both 
sides of Washington-square, the main bus- 
iness street of the town, leaving only 
three houses standing. It also extended 
for some distance on both sides of Kilby- 
street and down the west side of Main- 
street.

It is one of the 
most prosperous towns in the State. The fire is 
supposed to have originated from a lighted 
match carelessly thrown among a lot of waste 
paper in a small frame tenement house.

CHICAGO'S ELECTION FRAUDS. 


JUDGE TURPIE AND OTHERS IMPLICATED BY 
A PRISONER’S CONFESSION, 

Cuicaco, June 8.—Charles E. Gilman, 
who, with J. J. Sullivan, has been lately indicted 
by the Federal Grand Jury for perjury commit- 
ted in testifying for the defense in the city 
election fraud case last February, has made 
a confession which has created quite a sen- 
sation, because it implicates Judge Tur- 
pie, the counsel of Mackin, as_ being 
a party to the scheme to manufacture 
evidence for his client. Gilman’s testimony had 
been to the effect that he had procured the bogus 
ballots which Mackin is charged with having 
procured after the election and substituted for 
the genuine ballots during the night before the 
count. He now says in an affidavit, that the 
story he told on the witness stand was taught 
him by Mackin and was rehearsed before Ju ge 
Turpie. In an interview since making the 
affidavit he also tells the story of how 
the substitution of the bogus ballots was ac- 
complished. This story, if true, entirely exon- 
erates Arthur Gleason, the employe of the 
County Clerk’s office convicted of conspiracy 
with Mackin, and cbareges the cashier and broth- 
er-in-law of County Clerk Ryan, with the crime. 
The United States District Attorney claims to 
have evidence corroborating Gilman's state- 
ments as far as they are sworn to, and 
also intimates that Gilman  has- given 
important information implicating people of 
high standing. Mr. Titman, a printer, who is 
also implicated by Gilman’s confession, declares 
the latter’s statements, as far as they refer to 
bim, to be utterly false, and a similar assertion is 
made by the implicated county official. Gilman, 
in his story, also speaks of a “ fine worker” from 
New-York, whose name he does not remember, 
as having been engaged with Mackin and Gal- 
lagher in fixing up the frauds. 





MARSALIUS EDISON’S MANY VICTIMS. 

Detroit, Mich., June 8.—Marsalius Edi- 
son, aged 60, claiming relationship to the famous 
inventor of that name, and claiming to own a 
cattle ranch at Independence, Mo., spent the 
month of March in Windsor, Detroit’s Canadian 
suburb. He became engaged to a widow named 
Mrs. Mary Burton, the time for the wedding be- 
ing set at June 1. He induced Mrs, Burton to 
sell her property so that they could immedi- 
ately go West. Edison took a trip West, 
keeping up a close correspondence with his 
affianced from Kansas City. While there he 
asked for $1,000, having lost $50,000, The request 
caused suspicion, and Mrs. Burton began an in- 
vestigation, which resulted in the discovery of 
another prospective bride at Simcoe, Ontario. 
Further investigation brought a letter and 
photograph of Edison from Port Burwell, On- 
tario. The writer said she was the wife of Mar- 
saljus Edison, and they had eight children, all 
now grown. She had not seen her husband 
tor four years. He had made her sign over 
to him all property and then deserted his fam- 
ily. Another communication from Trenton, 
lil., was apparently written by a young wife, 
and the contents were most touching. ‘ Your 
loving little one, Lou Edison,” was the signa- 
ture and he was implored to come home as she 
was in destitute circumstances. fdison returned 
to Windsor on Saturday and was arrested, but 
these latter facts not then being known, he was 
released and lett immediately for parts un-

LIVE STOCK IN CHICAGO. 


CHICAGO, June &—Prices for all grades of 
shipping Cattle were much stronger to-day. The re- 
ceipts dsappointed every one by their smallness. Of 
the 4,500 head received fully 1,500 were Texans, and of 
the remainder at least 500 were too poor for shippers’ 
use. Consequently, with an available supply of 
suitable shipping grades of scarcely more than 
2,500 head, the advantage was all with sellers, 
How well they used jt is shown by the 
published sales, which Indicate an advance of 100.@ 
15e. The demand was not particulariy sharp. It has 
not displayed much activity at any time within the 
last fortnight, but yesterday’s offerings were altogether 
inadequate and there was a » ane clearance at the en- 
hanced prices. The highest figure reached was $5 55; 
it was puid by an exporter for a load of fine 
‘Tennessee Cattle, averaging 1,270 ®. There were 
many sales at $5 40@%5 50, and the bulk of the 
stuff was weighed at prices above $5 10, Some com- 
mon lots went at $4 80@34 90. There were several 
lots of distillers and fat corn-fed Western, for which 
$5 25@%5 40 were obtained, and a number of lots of 
corn-fed Texans, which tound buyers at $4 85@84 90. 
Sales of Cows, Bulls, and other descriptions of butch- 
ers’ stock were quite irregular. The demand continued 
Nght, canners hoiding off, and as there was a pretty 
large run of Texans sellers had hard work to sustain 
prices even for the most desirable lots. Sales of Cows 
were at $2 75@$4 15 for poor to prime. Scrubs sold 
as low as $2 40@$2 65, and a fancy animal weigh- 
ing 1,220 t went at $4 60. Bulls were salable at

CHICAGO, June 8,—The leading produce mar- 
kets were-to-day less active than usual, but averaged 
stronger, chiefly as a consequence of the-change in the 
weather. Provisions were more active and decidedly 
stronger, though in an irregular way. The receipts of 
Hogs at the stock yards were not nearly as large as 
had been generally reported, besides the re= 
ported shipments of Lard were very large, and it 
was said that a good deal of Lard has 
recently been bought as an investment 
by parties who think it cannot long stay down at the, 
present level. The result was a much better demand 
for Pork and Ribs for future delivery, but mostly for 
small lots. After that the market reacted, with good 
buying in a general way.

Senator TELLER, of Colorado, has ren- 
dered the greatest service to Mr. WARNER 
that he was capable of rendering. He 
has denounced the statesman’s silver 
scheme as something the silver mine own- 
ers do not want. According to the ex- 
Secretary of the Interior, what these 
modest gentlemen will insist upon is that 
the coining shall go on. Colorado’s pro- 
duction this year will, he says, be 
$20,000,000, and there is a good chance that 
it will be more. What can they do with 
this silver if the Government does not buy 
jt? There is a charming candor in this 
wiew of the case that commends itself to 
popular judgment. When the people 
really understand that the silver law is 
simply intended to make a market for 
Colorado silver, which is in reality exact- 
ly and solely what it is meant to do and 
what it does do, they will know how to 
deal with it. They will take the neces- 
gary steps to let the Colorado miners un- 
derstand that they must find their own 
markets, and that the taxpayers are not 
responsible for their success or failure in 
soing so. 











The latest naval fraud exposed by Sec- 
retary WHITNEY dates from the adminis- 
tration of the exemplary Mr. RoBEson. In 
the last month of his term of office Sec- 
retary RoBESON made a contract with the 
owners of a process for preserving wood. 
The terms of the contract were changed 
from time to time, but the company 
received many thousand dollars from the 
Government for treating timber used in 
naval construction with its preservative 
chemicals. Finally, toward the close of 
the excellent Mr. CHANDLER’s administra- 
tion, the Government bought the compa- 
ny’s plant outright. As the result of an 
investigation set on foot by Secretary 
Wuitney in April itis discovered that the 
process is of no practical value, and that 
jts use has cost the Government $156,168. 
Beyond the exemplary Mr. RoBESON and 
the excellent Mr. CHANDLER the most 
prominent person connected with this 
swindle is the virtuous Gen. B. F. 
Burwer, of Massachusetts. Gen. BUTLER 
was a Republican at the time he requested 
Mr. Ropeson to look into this wood pre- 
serving process. This fact, unfortunately, 
Jeaves no practicable answer to the charge 
the critics of the Administration will 
make, that Secretary WHITNEY has ex- 
posed the swindle for partisan purposes. 








For the first time since his overwhelm- 
ing troubles came upon him Mr. JAMES 
D. Fish makes a public appeal for sym- 
pathy and extenuation of his deeds. He 
claims to have been from first to last a 
victim of Warp’s duplicity. He had 
befriended the young man at the request 
pf his father-in-law, the Cashier of the 
Marine Bank, and he believed inhim. He 
accepted in good faith his representations 
as to the business of the firm of Grant & 
"Warp and the use it was making of Gen. 
Grant's name, and he thought he had 
the General’s assurance that it was all 
right. He therefore went on trusting 
"Warp implicitly and putting theresources 
iof the Marine Bank very much at his 
service, with the result now so familiar. 
He involved himself, his’ family, and his 


‘rienda in financial ruin. as well as the 


bank over which he had presided for 
many years, and he appeals to the innate 
improbability of his course being guided 
by anything save too much confidence 
in a man bound to him by ties of 
honor and gratitude. But, after all, 
does not such implicit, unquestion- 
ing faith, when a man has great 
responsibility on his shoulders, call for 
something more than wonder, and does 
not the lack of inquiry and scrutiny indi- 
cate that the great profits promised were 
accepted as a sufficient vindication of the 
business methods by which they were to 
be produced? If Mr. FisH was the victim 
of WaAkpD’s colossal duplicity can he be 
acquitted of the complicity which his 
marvelous faith led him into? It isa 
hard case, but Mr. Fish is not in-a posi- 


tion to apportion the blame with entire 
justice. 











Mr. AsToR, who has done his country 
and himself as much credit during his 


service as Minister to Italy as the oppor- 


tunities of his office allowed, makes-some 
interesting remarks, reported in another 
column, upon the relations between the 
two countries. It will be seen that the

measure for the benefit of millionaires, is a 
very serious matter to the Italians. They 
would be quite within their rights in re- 
taliating by imposing an export duty on 
the works of American artists in Italy. 
But considering that all these artists are 
warmly in favor of the repeal the retalia- 
tion would not be satisfactory. It is 
scarcely to be expected that they should 
not take some means of marking their 
resentment for a piece of legislation which 
would be justifiable if we needed revenue, 
but which is simply monstrous in the 
actual condition of our Treasury. 








Dr. Surra, the Health Officer of this 
port, has been led by our remarks upon a 
statement reported to have been made by 
Commissioner STEPHENSON to declare in a 
letter which we publish this morning that 
no immigrant suffering with smallpox has 
been allowed to land in this city, and Com- 
missioner STEPHENSON denies that he has 
made any assertion to the contrary. 
It appears that the Commissioner was 
misunderstood, and it is plain that his as- 
sertions were notaccurately reported. We 
notice that an Evening Post reporter was 
told at the Mayor’s office yesterday 
that what he did say was this: That 
some immigrants who had been exposed 
to contagion on the Polynesia had been 
permitted to land, and that in his opinion 
there was danger that they had not been 
detained for asufficient length of time. 
He assures us that he made no statement 
that could be regarded as reflecting upon 
the fidelity of the quarantine officers, or as 
indicating that the quarantine regula- 
tions had not-been rigidly enforced. Every 
citizen will be glad to know that in his 
opinion the quarantine officers are doing 
their whole duty, and to learn from Dr. 
Smirn’s letter how strictly the rules have 
been enforced during the past week. 








The London Economist calls the atten- 
tion of those who maintain that the cause 
of the present trade depression is due to 
“a gold scarcity” to the fact that the rate 
of the Bank of England is now for the 
seventh time in ten years reduced to 2 per 
cent., whereas in the preceding twenty- 
three years it touched that low point 
only four times. The reserve of gold 
coin and bullion is now higher than it 
has been in ten years with one-exception, 
while the percentage of the reserve to the 
entire amount of gold is 51 5-8 per cent.— 
being higher than at any time within that 
period. The chances, moreover, are in 
favor of a still greater ease in money and 
accumulation of gold. As this accumu- 
lation has gone on at the same time with 
a like process in the United States the ar- 
gument in favor of silver coinage in this 
country is completely broken down. 








BILLS BEFORE THE GOVERNOR. 


The Governor has entered upon the last 
week allowed to him by the Constitution 
for the consideration of bills left in his 
hands at the adjournmentf the Legisla- 
ture. He began the week with more bills 
unsigned than had previously received 
his approval since the beginning of 
the session. More than half the meas- 
ures passed were rushed through the 
two houses in the week preceding ad- 
journment, and the Governor had about 
850 bills thrown into his hands when 
there was no longer any opportunity to 
remedy defects or to pass any measure 
which he might disapprove, however 
strong its support might be in the Legis- 
lature. By thus delaying its work and 
concentrating the final passage of bills 
upon the last days of the session the Legis- 
lature very seriously curtailed its own 
power in the enactment of laws and cor- 
respondingly increased that of the Gov- 
ernor. In fact, more than half of the 
legislation of the session wassubjected ab- 
solutely to the-discretion of the Executive. 

A number of serious evils are implied in 
this condition of things, the remedy for 
which lies within the power of the Legis- 
lature itself. It is obvious that some 
means should be taken to distribute the 
final passage of bills more evenly through 
the session. If pains were taken to get 
important measures through early any de- 
fects that might appear in them could be 
remedied. If they encountered objections 
from theGovernor on specific grounds they 
might in many cases be so modified as 
to receive his approval, or if suffi- 
ciently important and strongly supported 
might be passed notwithstanding his ob- 
jections. This is a matter which depends 
mainly on the spirit which animates the 
Legislature at any particular session and 
on the composition of the committees, 
which must be largely relied on for expe- 
diting business. It is to be hoped that 
sessions will be rare in which either 
house is cursed with such incompetent 
and dilatory committees as those made up 
for the Assembly this year by Mt. Erwin. 

The defective shape in which bills are 
sent to the Governor is another matter 
which requires attention. Many meas- 
ures are likely. to fail, some of them im- 
portant ones, on account of defects in 
their form. There ought to be some pro- 








| viaian made for a oareful revision of | 


every bill passed with a view to [making 


its provisions consistent with each other 
and with existing law and making 
its language clearly express its pur- 
pose. A large number of the bills with 
which the Governor’s desk is incum- 
bered are of a private or local character. 
In fact, the delay of important work dur- 
ing the session was largely due to the 
great number of such bills pressed upon 
the attention of the two houses and occu- 
pying the time of various committees that 
might be better employed. It is a press- 
ing necessity that something be done for 
a more thorough sifting and a more ex- 
peditious disposition of measures of this 
kind. They should be separated from the 
mass of general legislation and directed 


through a special channel, 

But notwithstanding the great mass of 
bills still remaining in the Governor’s 
hands to be disposed of before the end of 
this week, there are comparatively few of 
real importance, and these should ob- 


viously take precedence over local and 


private measures in which the public has 
no interest. The Brooklyn Bridge bill is 
acknowledged to have been made defect- 
ive by hasty amendment before its pas- 
sage, but it is of so much importance, 


and the defects interfere so little with 


its main purpose and can be 80 easily 
remedied hereafter, that it ought by 


all means to be _ signed. There are 
two bills relating to the county of Kings, 


those making the County Clerk and Reg- 
ister salaried officers and requiring all fees 


to be accounted for and turned into the 
public treasury, which the Governor can- 
not fail to approve without incurring just 
and severecensure. The arguments made 
against them are such as to indicate that 
a political purpose is sought in their de- 
feat, although the principle on which 
they are based has received the approval 
of both political parties in Brooklyn. 
There is no public ground on which their 
defeat can be justified. 

It is surprising to learn that the Gov- 
ernor has any hesitation about the approv- 
al of Controller Caapry’s bill amending 
the corporation tax law. We say Con- 
troller CHAPIN’s bill because it was passed 
substantially in the form submitted by 
him, the amendment intended to permit 
the reopening of litigated cases having 
been defeated, The separate bill which 
aimed to-effect the same purpose as that 
proposed by the vicious. amendment 
failed, and the act now in the hands 
of the Governor remedies an ac- 
knowledged defect in the existing law in 
a manner that is free from objection. The 
bill providing for a commission to carry 
out the purpose of the law requiring elec- 
tric wires to be placed under ground is 
still unsigned and is one of those which 
is demanded by public interests. These, 
with the Arcade Railroad and Sinking 
Fund bills, include all that are of special 
importance, and if they are wisely dealt 
with nobody but the few persons directly 
concerned will grieve at the failure of 
private and local measures most of which 
are not deserving of the attention given 
to them. 








MR. GLADSTONE’S DEFEAT. 


It seems strange that Mr. GLADSTONE 
should have carried his foreign policy 
through the House of Commons to meet 
defeat on his domestic policy, and, most 
remarkable.of all, upon the budget. For 
while it is easy to see the disastrous blun- 
ders that have been committed in his ad- 
ministration of foreign affairs, there is no 
doubt that his domestic policy has been 
popular. The most important measure 
of the session—the County Franchise 
bill—added millions of voters whose 
wishes and sentiments are of the utmost 
concern to members of the House of Com- 
mons who are anxious to retain their 
seats. These men will vote during the 
Autumn for members of Parliament, and 
in the meantime members of Parliament 
are guided in a considerable degree by 
what these men think. There seems tobe 
little question that, whether or not the 
attitude of Mr. GLaDSTONE’s Government 
in its dispute with Russia was determined 
by them or not, the acquiescence of the 
House of Commons in that attitude 
was obtained because it was commonly 
supposed that the new voters-‘were opposed 
to war in any cause, and in favor of peace 
at any price. 

That Mr. GLADSTONE should be defeated 
upon a question of finance, and that a 
budget of his Government should be 
thrown out, seem stranger still. ‘Even his 
detractors have always allowed him the 
credit of being a ‘‘ great financier’ and a 
pre-eminent maker of budgets which 
proved to be both passable and workable. 
His detractors used to maintain that being 
a great finance Minister he was nothing 
else, and there is some plausibility in this 
disparagement, He has nct shone as Prime 
Minister with anything like the lustre he 
displayed when he was Chancellor of the 
Exchequer under PALMERSTON or RUSSELL. 
By reason of the necessary failure, if not 
of his power of thought at least of his 
power for work, he has been forced to 
abandon the experiment which he made 
for éne or two sessions of holding the 
Chancellorship of the Exchequer together 
with the Premiership. Foreign affairs and 
the Reform bill have during the present 
Parliament furnished ample work for a 
man of Mr, GLADSTONE’s industry and of 
half his years. There is no evidence in 
the debates that the Prime Minister has 
acquired more than a general knowledge 
of the budget framed by Mr. CHILDERS. 

There were several causes of discontent 
with the budget, as, indeed, there were 
sure to be, since it involved a considerable 
increase of taxation. The income tax had 
already been strained as far as it would go, 
insomuch that of the £26,000,000 increase 
of taxes within the last five years, as com- 
pared with the five years preceding, the 
payers of the income tax had contributed 
in that tax and in direct taxes upon 
property £22,000,000, the increase from all 
other sources amounting to only £4,000,000. 
Mr. CHILDERS proposed to increase largely 
the tax on beer, and economists had 
argued that this proposition was entirely 
just, seeing that equal quantities of 
alcohol were taxed much more heavily in 
any other form, whether of native or 
foreign spirits or of foreign wines, than 


when_prepared in the form. of beer..

Nevertheless, the proposal to increase the 
beer tax excited strong opposition. ‘ The 
brewing interest is very powerful in Great 
Britain, and the brewing interest evident- 
ly. inspired the discontent which found 
expression in Sir MicHarEL Hicks-BEacuH’s 
attack. 

It is not to be supposed that the Govern- 
ment could have been beaten on the ex- 
cise question alone. No doubt many, per- 
haps most, of those who voted down the 
budget did so out of mere pertisanship, 
without any reference to the validity of 
the specific criticisms made upon it. They 
hated the Government on account of its 
shortcomings in the Soudan and its sub- 
mission to Russian aggression; and they 
voted accordingly that it had unduly in- 


creased the beer tax. But if the budget 
alone would not have sufficed to beat the 
Government, neither would its foreign 
policy alone. Whatever may be thought 
of the situation of the Government 
with reference to Russia, it is certainly no 


worse than the situation of the Govern- 


ment after the fall of Khartoum, which 
was so bad that the Government eagerly 
seized upon the Russian question as a di- 
version. And at that time, the issue be- 
ing fairly made upon the policy of Eng- 
land in the Soudan, the Government 


escaped censure, The majority for the 


Government was very small then; the 
majority against it is very small now. 
The difference may represent the votes of 


the members who voted with the Opposi- 
tion because they objected to the beer tax. 

Even Mr. GLADSTONE must now give 
up all thought of carrying on the Govern- 
ment and leave to Lord SALisBuRY the 
responsibility which that statesman has 
avowed his willingness to accept. In 
fact, Mr. GLADSTONR’s speech yesterday 
amounted to an explicit promise to resign 
if the vote went against him. The tenure 
of the Government which comes in now 
must be brief and precarious, for in the 
Autumn election the new voters will have 
voices, and it remains to be seen what use 
they will make of their privileges, 








FIGHTING THE CHOLERA. 

The report in our cable dispatches of - 
Sunday morning that the cholera is con- 
ceded to have become epidemic in Spain 
will reawaken interest in the precautions to 
be adopted by our Government to prevent 
its introduction to this country. The dan- 
ger of this misfortune is by no means suf- 
ficient to warrant any feeling of panic, and 
it certainly is not sufficiently immediate 
to give rise now to extreme alarm. But it 
it is nevertheless a real danger, and since 
the warning of its approach is given us 
now by its appearance in a country 
with which we have little direct com- 
munication, and from which it is likely 
to come to us only after it has spread to 
other countries, and especially those sup- 
plying emigrants to our own, it would be 
criminal negligence for us to ignore it, 
We have ample time in which to prepare 
ourselves with substantial completeness 
against anything like a cholera epidemic; 
we know that we are exposed to such an 
epidemic; we know that there are many 
places for it to seize upon that it is phys- 
ically impossible to wholly protect against 
it if it come, and our duty is therefore 
the more plain and urgent to do every- 
thing that can be done to guard our sea- 
ports, and particularly our own, the chief 
entrepét of immigration. 

A paper read by 8S. OAKLEY VANDER- 
POEL, M. D., before the Society of Medical 
Jurisprudence and State Medicinein April 
last, and published in the Medical Record, 
gives some valuable suggestions as to the 
character of the disease, the mode of its 
transmission, and the safeguards practi- 
cable against its introduction and spread in 
the United States. The long experience 
of Dr. VANDERPOEL as Health Officer of 
the Port of New-York, and his standing as 
an authority on ‘‘State medicine,” give 
especial interest to his clear and forcible 
statements and views. He regards as 
established from the long and elaborate 
investigations of cholera during the last 
half century since its first incursion into 
Europe in 1831-2 ‘‘the practical fact that 
whatever might be the infectious prin- 
ciple, in no instance had it traveled or 
been transported faster than man himself 
traveled.” This is the basis of all essen- 
tial safeguards against the transmission of 
the disease. It is intimately connected 
with another element, ‘‘ the period of in- 
cubation of the disease,” which in general 
is of less length than the time of transit 
from European ports to the United States, 
Starting from this point, Dr. VANDERPOEL 
urges that the first step to be taken is the 
‘inspection of passengers and baggage, to 
be at once commenced by the agents of 
the General Government at all ports of 
Europe from which emigrants embark 
for this country.” 

Having established the freedom from 
developed disease of the passengers em- 
barking and the freedom of their luggage 
from the germs of the disease, our safety 
lies in the fact that any passenger having 
contracted the disease before embarking 
will necessarily develop it before reaching 
our shores. Should this occur, Dr, Van- 
DERPOEL shows that, it will be entirely 
practicable to prevent the spread of the 
disease on shipboard, “‘ a vessel,” as he re- 
marks, ‘‘ strange as it may seem, being one 
of the best of places to jugulate the chol- 
era.” Whether this be done or not, on the 
arrival of the vessel at one of our ports 
it will be known whether cholera exists 
on board, and the further transmis- 
sion of it can be prevented. On this 
point Dr. VANDERPOEL urges very strong- 
ly the necessity and the expediency of 
paying especial attention to the baggage. 
It is in that, and particularly in the 
clothing, that the germs of disease, orig- 
inating exclusively in the dejections of 
the patient, find lodgment and means of 
transportation. The two measures re- 
quired are simply the detention of ex- 
posed persons long enough to ascertain 
whether the disease has been contracted, 
and in all cases the thorough disinfection 
of clothing that has been soiled. He calls 
attention to the plan adopted last year 
in Holland, which afforded the great- 
est security with the least obstruction 
to travel. This was the detention of 
every piece of soiled clothing, which, 
after proper cleaning, was forwarded to 
the traveler at such address as he should / 
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give. These are the conclusions of a care- 


ful, experienced, and competent observer. 
They are in themselves so simple and 
practical and présent so few difficulties in 
application that they should be promptly 
adopted. They require no legislation, 
and, we should say, no agencies not now 
within the control of the General or State 
Governments, and are on that account 
the more pertinent and valuable. They 
would afford no excuse for any neglect 
of sanitary precautions in our cities, but 
they would provide important means for 
reinforcing those precautions in advance, 





A SUCCESSFUL INVESTOR. 
It was shown immediately after the 
failure of Grant & Warp that two or three 


persons in this city had made great sums 
of money by investing in WarD’s mythical 
Government contracts. The Receiver of 
the Marine National Bank has recently 
given to the public some facts relating to 
the remarkable operations of those ex- 


ceptionally successful speculators, It 
appears that Warp has prepared a 


statement of his transactions with 
Mr. Wintiam S. WarRNneR for. the 
information of Receiver JOHNSTON, and 
that a copy of this statement has been 


placed in the hands of Mr, Daviss, Re- 


ceiver of the firm of Grant & Ward, to 
be used in behalf of that firm’s creditors. 


This statement shows that from J. anuary, 
1883, to May, 1884, sixteen months, Mr. 


WItutiam §S. WARNER invested in the 
“Government contract” business no 
less than $15,834,800, and was paid 
by Warp $17,081,721, these figures 
showing a profit of $1,246,921. By an- 
other calculation Warp finds that there 
was paid to WARNER in cash $8,124,803, 
and that he reinvested $6,769,485, retain- 
ing a “profit” of $1,855,868. Mr. JoHN- 
STON adds that when the failure occurred 
WaRNER held in addition to these “ profits” 
obligations issued by WarpD showing that 
there was still due to this lucky investor 
$8,482,000, and that WaRrNER undertook 
to realize some of these obligations by ex- 
changing them for all of Warp’s real 
estate, valued at $425,000. 

Those who are interested in the career 
of this fortunate young speculator will 
probably associate with the Receiver’s 
figures other figures that were made pub- 
lic a year ago. Warp’s check stubs, pro- 
duced before Referee CoLE, showed that 
in only seven months—from Sept. 11, 
1883, to May 5, 1884, the day before the 
bank failed—there was paid to WaRNER 
$3,419,666, Long before the earlier of 
these dates WarD was insolvent. The 
last two checks in this list were for 
$81,000 and $71,800 respectively, and the 
Receiver asserts that they were charged 
against the credit established at almost 
the last moment by depositing the $150,- 
000 borrowed by Gen. Grant from Mr. 
VANDERBILT. It appears, therefore, that 
to the last day of his apparent solvency 
WaRD was strangely solicitous about the 
*‘investments” of WARNER, and that after 
the failure he hastened to still further re- 


.duce the “losses” of WARNER by turning 


over to him all of his real estate. 

The wonderful success of WARNER must 
have excited the envy—if not the admira- 
tion—of less fortunate investors in WARD’S 
contract business and of those who lost 
their last dollar by trusting this unique 
scoundrel, The figures published a year 
ago were sufficient to direct attention to 
this favored client, but those which are 
produced now will undoubtedly cause cu- 
rious persons to make a careful examina- 
tion of WARNER’S career. They may induce 
even the creditors of GRanT & WaRD to 
make an inquiry of some kind. But if 
they do not care to find out how and why 
the golden stream of profits flowed so 
steadily in one direction, the financial 
achievements of WARNER will surely be 
studied by speculators who long to dis- 
cover some method of getting rich quickly 
upon a small capital. 

It was said soon after the failure that 
when WARNER began his operations in 
these ‘‘ Government contracts” he was 
possessed of a very moderate fortune, and 
that his original investment was only 
$20,000. Yet he was able, in the course 
of four years, to invest nearly $16,000,000 
in a business based upon alleged contracts 
that had no existence, to draw out 
$17,000,000, and to have $3,000,000 more 
standing to his credit. Surely this 
would have been astounding progress if it 
had been made by operations in a busi- 
ness that was not mythical, but when 
made by investment ina business that was 
purely imaginary it was almost miracu- 
lous. It could have been attained only by 
association with a ‘‘ Napoleon of finance” 
like FERDINAND WaRD, and the associa- 
tion must have been intimate. 

Receiver JOHNSTON’S statement will re- 
vive interest in certain phases of the great 
failure that had temporarily been obscured 
by the legal proceedings against Warp 
and FisH. 


A BOON FOR BUSY MEN, 


The incorporation of the Metropolitan 
Rapid Nourishment Company (Limited) 
threatens to entirely overturn the business 
of down-town restaurants in the business 
part of the city, and the new process may 
even supersede to some extent the home 
dinner table. As its prospectus relates, 
the company will cater to those business 
men to whom time is money and who are 
ill able to afford fifteen or even five min- 
utes in the middle of the day for the 
luncheon that the demand of overtaxed 
nature makes a positive necessity. 

The Secretary of the new company has 
compiled statistics setting forth that mill- 
ions of dollars are annually lost in Wall- 
street alone by reason of the fact that 
operators and speculators have found it 
necessary to tear themselves away from 
their offices at critical moments to obtain 
the nourishment made necessary by 
physical exhaustion; whereas, if this de- 
mand had not been made upon their time, 
they would have been able to grasp 
those skirts of happy chance that have 
whisked by in their absence. To hurried 
bank clerks and bookkeepers, upon whom 
the greatest strain is laid in the middle of 
the day, the new method promises to be 
a priceless boon, and subordinates with 
their superiors will inevitably rise up and 
call the President of the company blessed. 

The inventor of the process to be used 











by the Rapid Nourishment Company ad- 
mits that he borxowed the idea from the 
mechanical chicken fattener that has just 
been introduced in this country, after suc- 
cessful operation in France and Germany, 
by which fowls placed in a revolving 
coop are fed by means of compressed air 
through a tube inserted in their throats. 
The apparatus to be used by the new 
company is of course a great improve- 
ment upon this device, though it is 
operated upon the same principle. The 
company’s machines are to be construct- 
ed of different sizes, some of them con- 
taining accommodations for as many as 
twenty-five persons at once, and ranging 
down to those machines that contain com- 
partments for only one at atime. <A spe- 


cial téte-d-téte size, accommodating only 


two persons, is expected to be largely in 
demand. The company makes a reduced 
rate to clubs of five and more who will 
meet at any one place, and single customers 
will be served separately at their offices, 


the company agreeing in no case to occupy 


more than fifteen seconds in administer- 


ing a satisfactory luncheon. 

The process isa simple one. In the case 
of the luncheon clubs the entire number 
enter the feeder—as the machine is termed 


—together, take positions upon comforta- 
bly upholstered chairs, and place their 


lips to the tube. The machine performs 
but one revolution, occupying eight sec- 
onds, and the gentlemen are discharged, 
fed and happy, upon the floor. The oper- 
ation has been performed in six seconds, 
and the inventor of the machine thinks 
that the average may be brought down to 
five seconds when the operators have had 
a trifle more experience. . Single custom- 
ers will be lunched at their offices at any 
specified moment each day, the machines 
being constructed so that a busy man’s 
office chair may be wheeled bodily into 
the machine and the occupant discharged, 


after satisfactory nourishment, in from 
eight to ten seconds. 


The field that the Metropolitan Rapid 
Nourishment Company may eventually 
occupy is practically unlimited, and the 
invention is another milestone upon the 
highway of progress.

SOME EXTRACTS FROM HIS FORTH- 
COMING WORE. 

HIS OFFER OF SERVICE, THE SHILOH, VICKS- 
BURG, AND WILDERNESS FIGHTS, LEE’S 
SURRENDER, AND OTHER TOPICS. 

The prospectus of Gen. Grant’s personal 
memoirs was issued to canvassers yesterday 
morning, although the work itself will not be 
published for several months to come. It is the 
present intention of the publishers to issue the 
first volume on Dec. 1 and the second volume 
next March. The first volume will contain 
about 500 pages, printed in large clear type, and 
It will be embellished with engravings, maps, and 
plans. The frontispiece of the first volume is an 
admirable engraving of Grant at the age of 21, 
copied from a daguerreotype loaned by Mr. 
George William Childs, of Philadelphia. Pict- 
ures of the General’s birthplace and of the Mc- 
Lean house at Appomattox and fac-similes of 
Grant’s handwriting will be among the illustra- 
tions «* the work. The dedication, printed in 
fac-s7m., reads thus: 

These volumes are dedicated to the American 
yold-ar and sailor. a ON ‘.

2n telling of his origin, the General says: “My 
family is American, ana has been for genera- 
tio>* in all its branches, direct and collateral. 
Ma.wnew Grant, the founder of: the branch in 
America of which I ama descendant, reached 
Dorchester, Mass., in May, 1630. In 1635 he 
moved to what is now Windsor, Conn., and was 
the Surveyor of that colony for more than 49 


years. He was also for many years of the time 
Town Clerk. He was a married man when he ar- 


. 


rived at Dorcbester, but his children were ail 
bornin this country. His oldest son, Samuel, 
took lands on the east side of Connecticut River, 
opposite Windsor, which have been held 

nd occupied by descendants of his to this day. 

am of the eighth generation from Matthew 

Grant and seventh from Samuel. * * * 

In the fifth descending generation my great- 

carro pe Noah Grant, and his younger 

rother, Solomon, held commissions in the Eng- 
jish Army in 1756 in the war against the French 
and Indians. Both were killed that year. My 

grandfather, aleo named Noah, was then but 9 

years old. At the breaking out of the war of 

the Revvlution, after the battles of Concord and 

Lexington, he went with a Connecticut com- 
pany to join the Continental Army, and was 
present at the battle of bunker Hiil. He served 
until the fall of Yorktown, or through the en- 

ire Revolutionary war. He must, however, 

ave been on furlough part of the time—as I’ be- 
lieve most of the soldiers of that period were— 
for he married in Connecticut during the war, 
haa two children,and was a widower at the 
close.”’ 

The appointment of Grant to West Point is 
thus narrated: ** My father received a letter from 
the Hon. Thomas Morris, then United States 
Senator from Obio. When he read it he said to 
me, * Ulysses, I believe you are going to receive 
the appointment.’ * What appointment?’ I in- 
quired. *To West Point; I_ nave applied for it.’ 
*But I won't go,’ Isaid. He said he thought I 
would, and I thought so too, if he did. 1 really 
had no objection to going to West Point, except 
that [ had a very exalted idea of the require- 
ments necessary to get through. I did not believe 
I possessed them, and could not bear the idea 
of failing. There had been four boys from 
our Village or its immediate neighborhooa who 
had graduated, and never a failureof any one 
appvuinted from Georgetown, except in the case 
of the one whose placeI was totake. * * * 
During my first year’s encampment Gen. Scott 
visited West Point and reviewed the cadets. 
With his commanding figure, his quite colossal 
pize and showy uniform, | thought him the finest 
ppecimen ot manhood my eyes had ever beheld, 
and the most to be envied. I could never re- 
semble him in appearance, but I believe I did 
bave a presentiment for a moment that some 
day I should occupy his place on review, al- 
though I had no intention then of remaining in 
the army.” 

The offer of his services at the outbreak of 
the rebellion is told in these words: “Going 
bome for a day or two soon after a conversation 
with Gen. Pope, I wrote from Galena the fol- 
jowing letter to the Adjutant-General of the 
army: 

GALENA, IIl.. May 24, 1861. 
Col. L. Thomas, Adjutant-General, United States Armu, 

Washington, D. C.: 

SIR: Having served for 15 years in the regulararmy, 
including 4 years at West Point, and feeling it the 
duty of every one who has been educated at the Gov- 
ernment expenseto otier their services for the sup- 
port of that Government, 1 have the honor, very re- 
ppectfully, to tender my services, until the close of the 
war. in such capacity 1s may be offered. I would say 
in view of my present age and length of service, I feel 
myself competent to commanda regiment, if the Presi- 
pes in his judgment, should see fit to intrust one 

Oo me. 

Since the first ca!l of the President I have been serv- 
ing on the staff of the Governor of this State, render- 
ing such aid us J could in the organization of our State 
militia, and am still engaged in that capacity. A let- 
ter addressed to mext Springfield, Ill., will reach me. 
iam, very respectfully, your obedient servant. 

U. 8. GRANT. 

~ This letter failed to elicit an answer from the 
Adjutant-General of the army. I presume it 
vas hardiy read by him, and certainly it could 
not have been submitted to higher. authority. 
epg to the war Gen. Badeau, having 

eard of this letter, applied to the War Depart- 
ment foracopy of it. The letter could not be 
found, and no one recollected ever having seen 
it. I took no copy when it was written. Long 
subsequent to the application of Gen. Badeau, 
Gen. Townsend, who bad become Adjutant- 
General of the army, packed up the papers, and 
found it preparatory to the removal.” 

Narrating nis first battle, Grant describes how 
the enemy decamped as soon as they saw the 
Federal forces. ** As we approached the brow of 
the hill,” he goes on to say, “from which it was 
expected we could see Harris’s camp, and pos- 
sibly find his men ready formed to meet us, my 
heart kept getting higher and higher, until it 
felt to me as though it was in my throat, I 
would have given anything then to have been 
back in Iilinois, but I had not the moral courage 
to halt and consider what to do: I kept right on. 
When we reached a point from which the valley 
below was in full view I halted. The place where 
Harris had peen encamped a few days before was 
still there, and the marks of a recent encamp- 
ment were plainly visible, but the troops were 
gone. My heart 'resumed its place. It occurred 
to me at once that Harris had been as much 
afraid of measI had been of him. This was a 
view of the question-I had never taken before; 
but it was one I[ never forgot afterward. From 
that event to the close of the war I never 
experienced trepidation upon confronting an 
enemy.” 

Among the personal incidents is this of the 
battle of Belmont: ‘“* At the battleof Belmont, 
fearing that the enemy we bad seen crossing 
the river below might be coming upon us una- 
wares, I rode out in the field to our tront—still 
eutirely alone—to observe whether the enemy 
Was passing. The field was grown up with 

corn so tall und thick as to cut off the view of 
pyven a person on horseback, except directiy 
long the rows. Even in that direction. owing 
o the overhanging biades of corn, the view was 
not extensive. I had not gone more than a few 
hundred yards when | saw a body of troops 
marching past me, not 50 yardsaway. I looked 
at them for a moment and then turned my horse 
toward the river and started back, first in a 
walk, and when [| thought myself concealed 
from the view of the enemy, as fast as my 
norse could carry me. When at the river bank 
I still bad to ride a few hundred yards to 
the point where the nearest transport lay. 

* Tbe corn field in front of our transports ter- 
minated at the edge of a dense forest. Before I 
xot back the enemy had entered this forest, and 
had opened a brisk fire upon the boats. Our 
men, with the exception of details that had 
gone to the front after the wounded, were now 
either aboard the transports or very near them. 
Those who were not on board soon got there, 
and the boats pushed off. | was the only man 
of the national army between the rebels and 
our transports. The Captain of a boat that 
bad just pushed out, but had not started, 
recognized me and ordered the engineer not to 
start the engine. Hethen hada plank run out 
forme. My borse seemed to take in the situa- 
tion. There was no path aown the bank, ind 
every one acquainted with the Mississippi River 
knows that its banks, in a natural state, do not 
vary at any great angle from the perpendicuiar. 
My horse put his fore feet over the bank with- 
out hesitation or urging, and, with his hind feet 
‘well under him, slid down the bank and trotted 
aboard the boat, 12 or 15 feet away, over a single 
gang plank. I dismounted and went at once to 
the upper deck.” 

Of the battle of Shiloh Gen. Grant writes: 
*“ Gen. Beauregard wis next in rank to Johnston 
and succeeded to the command, which be re- 
tained to the clo-e of the pattle and during the 
pubsequent retreat on Corinth, as well as in the 
siege of that piace. His tactics have been s5e- 
verely criticised by Confederate writers, but I 
do not believe his tallen chiet could have done 
any better under the circumstances. Some of 
these critics claim that Shiloh was won when 
Johnston tell, and that if he had not failen the 
prmy under me would bave been annihilated 
or captured. Jfs defeated the Confeder- 
ptes at Shiloh. There is little doubt that 
we shouid have been disgracefu.ly beaten 
ff all the sheils and bullets fired by us 
had passed harmi!essly over the enemy, and ‘f all 
of theirs had taken effect. Commanding Gener- 
pls are liabie to be killed during engagements, 
and the fact tnat when he was shot Johnston 
was leading a brigade to induce it to make 4 
charge which had been repeatedly ordered 1s evi- 
dence that there was neither the universa! de- 
moralization on our side nor the unbounded 
confidence on theirs which bas been claimed, 
There was, in fact, no hour during the day when 
J doubted the eventual defeat of the enemy, al- 
though I was disappointed that reinforcements 
po near at band did not arrive at an earlier hour. 

“The description of the battle of Shiloh given 
by Col. William Preston Johnson is very graphic 
and well told. The reader will imagine that he 
,ean see ateach blow struck a demoralized and 
broken mob of Federal soldiers, each blow send- 
fing the enemy, more Gemoralized than ever, to- 
‘ward the Tennessee River, which was a littie 
more than two miles away at the beginning of 
the onset. If the reader does not stop to inquire 
why, with such Confederate success, for more 
than 12 hours of hard fighting, the national 

were not all killed, captured, or driven 
the river, he will regard the pen picture as 
tBut I witnessed the fight from the na- 
§ee from 8 o’clock in the morning until 
the contest, and I see but little in 

thatI can recognize The 


federate troops fought well, and deserve com- 
mendation enough for their bravery and endu- 
rance on the 6th of April, without detracting 
from their antagonists, or claiming anything 
more than their due. 

“Jn an article on the battle of Shiloh which I 
wrote for the Century Magazine I stated that 
Gen. A. McD. McCook, who commanded a 
division of Buell’s army, expressed some un- 
willingness to pursue the enemy on Monday, 
April 7, becauss ot the condition of his troops. 
Gen. Badeau, in his history, also makes the 
same statement on my authority. Out of 
justice to Gen. McCook and his command I 
must say that they left a point 22 miles east of 
Savannah on the morning of the 6th. From the 
heavy rains of a few days previous and the pas- 
sage of trains and artillery, the roads were 
necessarily deep in mua, which made marching 
slow. The aivision had not only marched 
through this mud the day before, but it 
had been in the rain all night without rest. It 
was engaged in the battle of the second day, 
and did as good service as its position allowed. 
In fact an opportunity occurred for it to per- 
form a conspicuous act of gallantry which 
elicitea the highest commendation from division 
commanders in the Army of the Tennessee. Gen. 
Sherman in both his memoirs and report makes 
mention of this fact. Gen. McCook himself 
belonged to a family which furnished many 
volunteers to the army. I refer tothese circum- 
stances with minuteness because { did Gen. Mc- 
Cook injustice in my article in the Century, 
though not to the extent one would suppose 
from tie public press. I am not willing to do 
any one an injustice, and if convinced that I 
have done one, I ant always Willing to make the 
fullest admission.” 

“The campaign of Vicksburg,” says Gen. 
Grant, “ was suggested and developed by cir- 
cumstances. The elections of 1862 had gone 
against the prosecution of the war. Voluntary 
enlistments had nearly ceased, and the draft had 
been resorted to; this was resisted, anda defeat 
or backward movement would bave made its 
execution impossible. A forward movement to 
decisive victory was necessary. Accordingly L 
resolved to get below Vicksburg, unite with 
Banks against Port Hudson, make New- 
Orleans a base,and with that base and Grand 
Guif as a starting point move our combined 
forces against Vicksburg. Upon reaching 
Grand Gulf, after running its batteries and 
fighting a battle, [I received a letter from 
Banks informing me that he could not be at 
Port Hudson under ten days, and then with 
only 15.000 men. The time was worth more than 
tne reinforcements. I therefore determined 
to push into the interior of the enemy’s country. 
With a targe river behind us, held above and be- 
low by the enemy, rapid movements were essen- 
tial to success. Jackson was captured the day 
after anew commander had arrived, and when 
Jarge reinforcements were daily expected. A 
rapid movement west was made, and the garri- 
son of Vicksburg was met in five battles and 
badly defeated. The city was then successfully 
besieged.” 

In telling the story of the Wilderness Gen. 
Grant says: ‘“‘Operating as we were in an 
enemy’s country, and supplied always from a 
distant base, large detachments had at all times 
to be sent from the front, not only to guard the 
base of supplies and the roads leading to it, but 
ali the roads leading to our flanks and rear. We 
were also operating in a country unknown to 
us and without competent guides or maps show- 
ing the roads accurately. 

** Estimating Lee’s strengthin the same manner 
as ours, the enemy had not less than 80,000 men 
at the start. His re-enforcements during the 
campaign were about equal to ours, deducting 
our discharged men and those sent back. Lee 
was on the defensive, and in a country in which 
every stream, every road, every ovstacle to the 
movement of troops, and every natural defense 
was familiar to himand hisarmy. The citizens 
were all friendly to him and his cause, and 
could and did furnish him with accuracy re- 
ports of our every movement. Rear guards 
were not necessary for him, and having al- 
ways a railroad at his back, large wagon 
trains were not required. All circumstances 
considered, we did not have any advantage of 
numbers. * * More severe fighting bas not 
been witnessed on this continent than that of 
the 5thand6thof May, 1864. Our victory con- 
sisted in having successfully crossed a formida- 
ble stream almost in the face of the enemy, and 
in getting the army together afterward as a 
unit. We gainedan advantage on the morning 
of the 6th, which, if it had been followed up, 
must have proved very decisive. In the evening 
the enemy gained an advantage, but was speed- 
ily repulsed. As we stood at the close the two 
armies were relatively in about the same condi- 
tion to meet each other as when the river had 

divided them. But the fact of sately crossing 
was a victory.” 

In narrating Lee’s surrender at Appomattox 
Gen. Grant remarks: 

*“*T found Gen. Lee had been brought into our 
lines and conducted to a house belonging to a 
Mr. McLean, and was there with one of his staff 
officers waiting my arrival. The head of his col- 
umn was occupying a hill,a portion of which 
was an apple orchard, across the little valley 
from the Court House. Sheridan’s forces were 
drawn up in line of battle on the crest of the hill 
on the south side of the same valley. 

“* Before stating what took piace between Gen. 
Lee and myself I will give all there is of the nar- 
rative of Gen. Lee and the famous apple tree. 
Wars produce many stories of fiction, some of 
which are told until they are believed. The war 
of the rebellion was fruitful in the same way. 
The story of the apple tree is one of those fic- 
tions with aslight foundation of fact. 

**As I have said, there wasan apple orchard on 
the side of the hill occupiéd by the Confederate 
forces. Running diagonally up the bill wasa 
wagon road which at one point ran very near 
one of the trees, so that the wheels on that side 
had cut off the roots of the tree, which madea 
little embankment. 

*“*Gen. Babcock reported to me that when he 
first met Gen. Lee he was sitting upon this em- 
bankment, with his feet in the road and leaning 
against the tree. It wasthen that Lee was con- 
ducted into the house where I first met him. 

**T had known Gen. Lee inthe old army, and 
had served with himin the Mexican war, but 
did not suppose, owing to the difference in our 
ages and rank, that he would probably remem- 
ber me, while I would remember him more dis- 
tinctly because he was the chief engineer on the 
staff of Gen. Scott in the Mexican war. When I 
had left camp that morning I had not expected 
the result so soon, (that then was taking place,) 
and consequently was in rough garb and, I be- 
lieve, without a sword, asI usually was when 
on horseback on the field, wearing a soldier's 
biouse for a coat, with shoulderstraps of my 
rank to indicate who I wastothe army. When 
I went into the house I found Gen. Lee. We 
greeted each other, and, after shaking hands, 
took our seats. What his feelinzs were I do not 
know. Beingaman of much dignity and with 
an impenetrable tace, it was impossible to say 
whether he felt inwardly glad that the end had 
finally come or whether he felt sadly over the 
result and was too manly toshowit. What- 
ever his feelings were, they were entirely con- 
cealed from observation, but my own feelings, 
which had been quite apparent on the receipt of 
his letter, were sad and depressed. I felt like 
anything rather than rejoicing at the downfall 
of a foe, that had fought so long and gallantly, 
and had suffered so much for a cause which I be- 
lieved to be one of the worse for which a peo- 
pie ever fought, and for which there was 
not the least pretext. I do not question, how- 
ever, the sincerity of the great mass of those 
who were opposed tous. Gen. Lee was dressed 
in full uniform, entirely new, and wearing a 
sword of considerable value, very likely the 
sword that had been presented by the State of 
Virginia; at all events, it waa an entirely differ- 
ent sword from the one that would ordinarily 
be worn in the field. In my rough traveling 
suit, which was the uniform of a private, with 
the straps of a general, I must have contrasted 
very strangely with a man so handsomely 
dressed, six feet high, and of faultiess form. But 
this was nota matter that 1 thought of until 
afterward, 

Gen, Lee and I soon fell into a conversation 
about old army times. He remarked that he re- 
membered me very well in the old army, and I 
told him as a matter of course I remembered 
him perfectly, but owing to the difference in 
years—there being about 16 years’ difference in 
our ages—and our rank I thought it very likely 
T had not attracted his attention sufficiently to 
be remembered after such along period. Our 
conversation grew so pleasant that I almost for- 
got the object of our meeting. Gen. Lee at that 
time was accompanied by one of his staff officers, 
a Col. Marshall. I had all of my staff with me, a 
good portion of whom were 1n the room during 
the who'e of the interview.” 

When called fto the capitalin March, 1864, to 
receive his commission as Lieutenant-General, 
Grant first met Lincoin. ‘*In my first interview 
with Lincola alone,” he says, **he stated to me 
tiat he had never professed to be a military 
man, or to know how compaigns should be con- 
ducted, and never wanted to interfere in them, 
but that procrastination on the part of com- 
manders, and the pressure of the people at the 
North, and of Congress, which, like the poor, he 
*had always with him,’ had forced him into issu- 
ing his well-known series of ‘ Executive Orders.’ 
He did not know but that they were all wrong, 
and he did not know but that some of them were. 
All he wanted, or had ever wanted, he said, was 
that some one would take the responsibility and 
act, and cail on him for all the assistance 
needed.” 

This anecdote is given of Bragg: “I have 
heard a story in the old army very characteris- 
tic of Bragg. On one occasion, when stationed 
at a post of several companies, commandea by a 
field officer, he was himself commanding one of 
the companies and at the same time acting Post 
Quartermaster and Commissary. He wasa First 
Lieutenant at the time, but his Captain was de- 
tached on other duty. As commander of the 
company he made a_ requisition upon the 
Quartermaster — himself—for something he 
wanted. As Quartermaster he declined to fill 
the requisition, and indorsed on the back 
of it his reason for so doing. As company com- 
mander he responded to this, urging that his 
requisition calied for nothing but what he was 
entitled to, and that it was the duty of the 
Quartermaster to fill it. The Quartermaster still 
persisted that he was right. In this condition of 
affairs Bragg referred the whole matter to tne 
commanding officer. The latter, when he saw 
the nature of the matter referred, exclaimed: 
*My God,~Mr. Bragg, you have quarreled with 
every officer in the army, and now you are 
quarreling with yourself.’”

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EX-MINISTER ASTOR’S RETURN. 


TELLING OF THE TARIFF ON PAINTINGS AND 
HIS OFFICIAL LIFE ABROAD. 

Among the passengers who arrived on 
the Servia yesterday morning was William Wal- 
dorf Astor, ex-Minister to Italy. Mr. Astor had 
spent several years in Italy before he went there 
officially. Upon making his residence in Rome 
for the second time he found that the Italy he 
had known was, in many respects at least, no 
more. During his first visit the Austrians oc- 
cupied Florence and King Bomba was at Naples. 
All this had been changed and he found a united 
country, governed wisely by a King for whom 
he expresses great admiration, and occupying a 
proud position among the nations of Europe. 


The only objection he could possibly entertain 
to the post was a lack 6f sufficient work for one 
who had always been accustomed to earnest oc- 
cupation. Two months’ leave of absence in the 
Summer he passed in Switzerland in the mount- 
ains, or at the Jakes. Most of the business be- 
tween the two countries, Mr. Astor said, was of 
a commercial character, and was disposed of by 
the Consular Service. 

Mr. Astor referred to two questions which, in 
a manner, affect the relations of the two Gov- 
ernments. The Italians are most anxious fora 
favorable change in the attitude of this Govern- 
ment toward their paintings. When the duty 
on Italian paintings was raised trom 10 to 80 per 
cent. the entire nation became interested in the 
subject. They considered it a positive embargo. 
One faction in the Government was in favor of 
retaliating by placing an export duty of 8) ner 
cent. on the works of American artists in Italy, 
but the majority refused to adopt such a meas- 
ure, in the hope that Congress would remedy the 
obnoxious innovation. Signor Mancini and 
other members of the Foreign Office 
spoke to Mr. Astor repeatedly on _ the 
subject and urged* him to use his influence in 
favor of art. He espoused this cause warmly, 
as he felt they were altogether in the right, 
and wrote to the State Department. The latter, 
under Mr. Frelinghuysen, promised to throw 
its influence in favor of sucha change in the 
tariff as would satisfy the Italian Government, 
but nothing was done, Mr. Astor supposes, be- 
cause Congress felt that to touch one article in 
the tariff would open the door to the necessity, 
apparent or real, of a general revision. Except 
upon this question the Italian$ and their Gov- 
ernment entertain toward this country the 
warmest feelings. 

The only other question which the two Gov- 
ernments are occasionally’called upon to discuss 
is that involved in compulsory military service. 
Italians who come to this country without hav- 
ing served their term as soldiers are impressed 
upon their return, unless they can prove that 
they bave in the meantime become American 
citizens. To this they generally object. If they 
are American citizens they are released, and if 
not they are compelled to serve, so that little 
difficulty is experienced in disposing of such 
questions. Mr. Astor left Rome on Apri 7, one 
week before Mr. Keiley was aprointed Minister 
to Italy. The Minister of Foreign Affairs 
asked him for some information which was 
not forthcoming, as Mr. Astor had never 
heard of bis successcr except as Mayor of Rich- 
mond. Hedid not hear of: Mr. Keiley’s Rich- 
mond speech until he reached Paris, and could 
say nothing of what the Italian Government 
thought of the appointment. This Government, 
he inferred, was represented in Italy now by the 
Vice-Consul at Rome, as, since his departure, 
Consu!-General Byers had resigned. There was 
very little business to do in Summer, at any 
rate, and the interests of this country will not 
suffer. he thinks, in the time that will elapse be- 
fore his successor will have been appointed. 
Mr. Astor, who was accompanied by his 
wife, svent several weeks in Paris on the 
trip toward home, and paid a_ visit 
of some weeks’ duration § in London, 
where they were presented at Court and renewed 
acquaintances made some years ago. The voy- 
age, he said, was delightful.eHe had the pleasure 
ot seeing 11 icebergs, though the Captain of the 
Servia could easily give him oddsand discount 
him on the iceberg question. Though naturally 
sorry to sever the pleasant associations that ex- 
isted in Rome and other Italian and Continental 
cities, Mr. Astor expressed himself as heartily 
giad to see New-York once more. There were 
many callers at his residence, No. 8 East Thitty- 
third-street, yesterday, and he was allowed very 
little time to suppose that he had been forgotten 
during his three years’ residence abroad.

He is constantly 
fiying about and the Directors bere received 
cables from him from so many different points 
on the Continent within a short time that they 
are on the point of being convinced that Mr. 
Stanton has distributed himself all over Europe 
with nearly as much success as Bismarck. Thus 
far his labors have been regarded by the Direct- 
ors as entirely satisfactory. He has not suc- 
ceeded in engaging Herr Richter as conductor, 
although that gentleman was anxious to come 
to America.

however, could not be obtained. This, a gentle- 
man well versed in European musical matters 
said yesterday, might have been expected. 

Mr. Stanton has made a contract, however, 
with Herr Seid!, who conducts the royal opera 
for the King of Hanover, and that musician will 
wield the baton at the Metropolitan Opera 
House next season. The gentleman well versed 
in European musical matters remarked that 
Herr Seidl was a conductor of the highest rank, 
and would be quite as good for the purposes of 
the Metropolitan Opera House as Herr Richter. 
Friulein Lillie Lehmann. light soprano, of 
the Royal Opera, Berlin, has also been engaged. 
This Jady is w firm favorite in Berlin and 
has a wide reputation in Germany. She 1s 
considered a very valuable acquisition to the 
company. Herr Stritt, tenor robusto, of the 
Frankfurt opera, has also been engaged.

THE REV. DR. WHEDON. 

The Rev. Daniel Denison Whedon, D. D., 
LL. D., one of the oldest and most eifted clergy- 
men of the Methodist Episcopal Church, died at 
Atlantic Highlands, N. J., early yesterday morn- 
ing, in the seventy-eighth year of his age. He 
had been in poor health for the last 30 years, and 
had spent the last year in the South, in this city, 
Long Island, and in New-Jersey in a hopeless 
effort to ward off his expected death. He leaves 
a widow and three sons, one of whom, the Rev. 
J. 8 Whedon, is Pastor of the Thirty-seventh- 
street Methodist Episcopal Church in this city. 
Funeral services will be held over the remains in 
St. Paul’s Methodist Episcopal Church next 
Thursday afternoon at 4 o'clock, on which occa- 


sion two or three of the Methodist Bishops are 
expected to be present and make addresses. 

r. Whedon was a native of this State, baving 
been born 1n Onondaga March 20, 1808. He was 
not,intended for the ministry, and after being 

raduated with high! honors from Hamilton 
Soliese at the age of 20 he went to Rochester 
and began the study of law. Before completing 
his legal studies he came to the conclusion to 
devote his life work to the Methodist Church, 
and withthis object in view he accepted a —- 
tion as teacher in the Oneida Conference Sem- 
inary, at Cazenovia. N. Y. He continued to 
prosecute this work until 1831, when he became 
atutorin his Alma Mater, Hamilton College. 
Here he remained until 1833, wken he was 
elected Protessor of Ancient Languages 
and Literature in the Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, a chair which he filled continuously for 
10 years. In 1843 he abandoned this post for 
active pastoral work in the church, but he was 
too valuable asa maker of teachers to be al- 
lowed to devote himself to preaching for any 
length of time, and after two years of this service 
he was chosen to fill the Chair of Rhetoric, 
Logic, and History in the University of Michi- 
gan. He labored in this field for seven _ years, 
and then again returned to pastoral work, tak- 
ing charge of a church in Jamaica, Long Island. 

In 1856 his literary abilities had become so gen- 
erally recognized in the church that the General 
Conference elected him editor of the Methodist 
Quarterly Review, the official organ of the church 
in America. He acted in this capacity for 28 
years, being re-elected by the Conterence every 
four years, until 1884, when it was deemed ad- 
visable to relieve him on account of his great 
age and declining health. During his long and 
busy editorial career Dr. Whedon contributed 
several works to the literature of Methodism, 
which have become standurd in the church of 
which he was so long a leader, among the more 
prominent of them being **A Commentary on 
Matthew and Mark,” * The Freedom of the Will 
as a Basis of Human Responsibility,” ‘*A Com- 
mentary on the Gospels, for Popular Use,” * A 
Commentary on Romans,” and a great number 
of single sermons and addresses, with valuable 
contributions to Bibliotheca Sacra and other pe- 


riodicals.

COMMANDER LEWIS CLARKE. 

Commander Lewis Clarke, United States 
Navy, commanding the Alliance, died at Key 
West, Fla.,on Sunday. Secretary Whitney, on 
receiving the news yesterday, at once ordered 
the Alliance to proceed to this city with the 
body. Commander Clarke was a resident of 
Richfield Springs, N. Y., but a native of Con- 
necticut, from which State he was appointed to 


the Naval Academy at Annapolis in 1861. After 
serving two years in the Academy he was pro- 
moted to the rank of ensign on Oct. 1, 1863, and 
attached to the steam sloop Richmond, of the 
West Guif blockading squadron, on which’ he 
served for the next three years, taking part in 
the battle of Mobile Bay, Aug. 5, 1864; the attack 
on Spanish Fort, Alabama River, and the capture 
of Mobile in April, 1865. During this Jast en- 
agement Ensign Clarke was severely burned 
ey the explosion of a torpedo off Mobile Point. 
In 1865 he was transferred to the steam sloop 
Ticonderoga of the European squadron, on 
which he served until 1868, being promoted in 
the meantime to be master in 1866, and commis- 
sioned Lieutenant Feb. 1, 1867. On March 12, 
1868, he was commissioned Lieutenant Com- 
mander, and sent to the receiving ship, Boston, 
where he remained one year. From 1869 to 1872 
he was stationed at the Naval Academy, from 
1878 to 1875 at Portsmouth, and 1876-7 he was 
engaged in torpedo service. He was commis- 
sioned Commander in 1881, and bad been in com- 
mand of the Alliance for about 18 montbs. 


JAMES MONCRIEFF ARNOTT. 

Announcement came yesterday from 
London of the death of James Moncrieff Arnott, 
F. R. 8., the celebrated Scotch surgeon, in the 
ninety-second year of hisage. Dr. Arnott fitted 
himself for his profession at the University of 
Edinburgh, of which he was a graduate in the 
classical course, subsequently studying in Lon- 
Paris, and Vienna. He settled in London 

in 1817. For many years he was surgeon to the 
Middlesex Hospital and Professor of Surgery 
in King’s College. He was appointed, in 
1840, one of the Council of the Royal 
College of Surgeons, and_ later became a 
member of the Court of Examiners of that 
body, serving twice as President of the court. 
In 1880 the Royal Collegeelected him to repre- 
sent it in the General Council of Medical Edn- 
cation and Registration of the United Kingdom. 
Among his contributions to surgical literature 
were eight papers, which he read betore the 
Royal Medical and Chirurgical Society of Lon- 
don, and which were published by that body. 
One of them, on *“ Secondary Effects of Inflam- 
mation of the Veins,’ which he readin 1829, first 
directed attention to the subject of pyzemia. Dr. 
Arnott retired to his paternal estate in Fifeshire 
in 1865, and did not again emerge for active work.

The Rev. Gottfried Prieth, of St. Peter’s 
Church, in Belmont-avenue, Newark, N. J., died 
last night, after a lingering iliness, at the age of 

7 years. He was born and educated in Tyrol, 
Austria; ordained in 1852 as priest, and went to 
Newark in February, 1855; was the fuunder of 
St. Peter’s Orphan Asylum, and was universally 
respected,

THE RUIN .HE BROUGHT UPON HIMSELF AND 


HIS FAMILY BY TRUSTING WARD. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

For more than a year past my name has 
been prominently before the public, and so far 
as I know nothing has been said in my favor, 
nor have I had much to say in my own behalf. 
There have been many reported interviews, the 
principal part of which never occurred, and I 
now make a plain statement of facts which will 
show to apy unprejudiced person that Iam not 
so greatly in the wrong as has been represented. 
My first introduction to Ward was through his 
father-in-law, Mr. Sidney Green, Cashier and 
Director in the Marine Bank, who asked me to 
assist him (Ward) if opportunity should occur, 
and which I did to my sorrow. On the Ist of 
January, 1880, I was worth at a low valuation 
$459,000. This is the year in which the firm 
of Grant & Ward was organized and in 
which I became a_ special partner upon 
the supposition that it was gotten up 
for a legitimate business. Later on, it 
being apparent to me that Gen. Grant and 
myself were asa matter of fact general instead 
of special partners, I wrote the General a letter, 
dated July 5, 1882, mentioning this fact, (an 1n- 
quiry having been made ina letter from Mr. T. 
L. James, President of the Lincoln National 
Bank,) and at tne same time asking him about 
the business of Grant & Ward, requesting occa- 
sional interviews for consultation, and_ also 
stating that I had discounted notes for $200,000, 
the proceeds of which I understood were used 
solely for paying for grain, &c., for Government 
contracts. To this letter he tepiied, admitting the 
general copartnership, and stating that he was 
willing that the advertisement should be made 
s0 to appear, and stating that he would try 
to see me later in the day, but instead of calling 
upon me he sent another letter stating that he 
considered the investments safe and was willing 
for Mr. Ward to make such profit as his name 
and influence was worth forthe benefit of the 
firm, and thafiking me for having made the 
discounts. The first of these letters was written 
in the General’s own hand; the tatter was signed 
by him, but I supposed was written by his dic- 
tation. As my letterto him was marked pri- 
vate and sent to his private office he would pre- 
sumably reply to me, butit came out on the 
late trial that it was given to Ward, and while it 
bore the General’s signature it was dictated by 
Ward and written by a clerk in the office. Now, 
I not only ao not charge Gen. Grant with 
any guilty knowledge of what was going 
on in Ward’s office, but on the contrary 
Tam satisfled that he didnot know anything 
about it. His letter, however, did at the time 
lead me to suppose that he knew about the bus- 
iness and that it was quite satisfactory to him. 
No one expresses any surprise that Gen. Grant 
should have been humbugged,’and he is let off 
on the ground of not being a business man. The 
General and his sons spenta considerable por- 
tion of their time in Grant & Ward's office while 
I was very seldom there, and probably never 
spent an hour there in the aggregate. 

Now, while Ward deceived ail of the Grant 
family as well as many other acknowledged capa- 
ble business men, is it very kurprising that I also 
should have been deceived? Up to the 6th of 
May, 1884, which is the day that the Marine Bank 
tailed, I had no doubt whatever of the genuine- 
ness of the allered Government contracts. Ward 
has admitted upon examination before a Referee, 
and also told several parties, that 1 never knew 
anything of the fraudulent nature of the con- 
tracts. As to the wrecking of the bank, does it 
look as if it could have been intentional or pre- 
meditated when [and my family owned one-fifth 
part of the whole capital, and which, instead of 
selling at 175, which could readily have been done. 
my family and myself are called upon to pay 
the assessment of some $80,000; and does it look 
probable that I doubted the genuineness of the 
contracts when I allowed my brother to invest 
in them, thereby losing all that he was worth, 
some $80,000? My son’s means were also wholly 
invested in them, besides many other of my rel- 
atives and friends, and all at my suggestion. 
And, finally, would it not have been the height 
of folly for me to have every dollar of my prop- 
erty in such shape as to be Hable to seiz- 
ure, even a balance of about $20,000 in the 
bank on the day of its failure? Every dolar 
that I was worth is gone, and I am obliged to de- 
pend upon my children for $15 per week to pay 
my board here. I made an assignment of all the 
property I had in the world, including some 
$30,000 of full paid-up life insurance policies, 
which were taken out many years ago for the 
benefit of my family. 1am not surprised that 
the public should, without explanation, consider 
me guilty, the amounts involved wereso very 
Jarge; but it should not be lost sightof that 
Grant & Ward frequently hada balance in the 
bank of $500,000 and upward. 

1 have been in business in New-York for over 
40 years, and for 28 years of that time I have 
been President of the Marine Bank. I have had 
the settlement of many trusts as Executor, Ad- 
ministrator, Receiver, and Trustee. No one ever 
has or ever could charge me with dishonesty. On 
the contrary, I have paid thethe debts of other 
people for which I never received any benefit, 
and where I could not have been legally held, 
for more than ea ie and in one instance I paid 
$37,000 rather than have the bank make the loss 
on a loan which had been made to a dealer with- 
out security. I have served the bank a long time 
without any salary ata time when it could not 

afford to pay and it seems to methat I have been 
as just as most men would be under the circum- 
stances. There are many things which I do not 
mention here, they being purely legal points, 
but would simply say that while lam not con- 
gecious of os done nothing intentionally 
wrong, I must admit that in my confidence in 
Ward my transactions with him were conducted 
with less caution than they would have been had 
1 the slightest suspicion of any dishonesty on his 
part. It must be remembered that he was a Di- 
rector of the bank, and was entitled to more 
privileges and confidence than if merely a dealer 
in the bank, and as he had always stated to me 
and often to others that I had been his bene- 
factor and the greatest friend he ever knew, 
owing all that he had in the world to me and to 
my assistance, it had never occurred to me that 
it was in human nature to be so base and un- 
grateful as to involve me and my family in per- 
fect ruin and be so treacherous to the bank in 
which he was a Director, JAMES D. FISH.

THE MURDERED CHINAMAN 


—_—.——. 
TO BE BURIED TO-DAY WITH 
CHRISTIAN RITES. 

QUINN AND FITZPATRICK HELD WITHOUT 
BAIL—THE FORMER APPEARS DAZED 
AND MAEES NO STATEMENT. 

The Tombs Police Court was crowded 
with Chinamen yesterday morning who had 
come to see what disposition would be made of 
Daniel Quinn, who is charged with killing Ong 
Ah Mon, a Chinese laundryman, in Mott-street, 
pn Sunday evening. Quinn bore evidences of 
rough treatment. and had evidently not got over 
the effects of his debauch. He is 20 years of 
age, rather short, thick-set, with a florid 
complexion, and light hair, which is cropped 
close to his head. The side of his face, where he 
was struck by the policeman who discovered 
and captured him, was almost battered to a 
jeily,and he appeared to be in a dazed condition. 
While waiting to be arraigned he lay on a bench 
moaning and soaking his face and swollen head 
with a wet cloth. James Fitzpatrick and James 
G. Johnson, sailors from the steamship Omaha, 
who were said to have been in Quinn’s company 
at the time of the shooting, werealso in court, 
charged with being his accomplices. 

The principal witness against Quinn was Otto 
Nicolai,a young German clerk, who gave his 
nddress as No. 194 Second-street. He said that 
he was in Chatham-square at 6:30 o’clock on 
Sunday evening and saw three Chinamen stand- 
itg atthe corner of Mott-street. Oneof these 
was the murdered man, Ong Ah Mon. Quinn, 
Fitzpatrick, and three other sailors were walk- 
ing down ‘toward where the Chinamen stood, 
und then he saw Fitzpatrick puli down Ong 
Ab Mon’s hat over his eyes and then 

aise his hand as though be intended to strike 

im. His friends, however, pulled him away 
trom the Chinaman, and the next moment the 
witness heard the report of a pistol, and Ong 
Ah Mon fell to the sidewalk. Quinn was stand- 
ing a tew feet away from the Chinaman and held 
pg pistol in his hand. He then fired three shots at 
the crowd of Chinamen who had gathered, and 
they immediately scattered. Goat Hok, one of 
the murdered man’s companions, said that he 
liad a laundry at No. 148 East One Hundred and 
hirty-fourthStreet. He was with One Ah Mon 
when the shooting occurred. ana his testimony 
was very similar to that given by the first wit- 
ness. 

When Quinn was placed before the bar he 
gazed vacantly about him. When informed of 
the charge against him and asked what he had 
to say he rubbed his eves, looked around, and 
replied: “I am not guilty, and by advice ef 
counsel I decline to say anything more at res- 
ent.”” He was thereupon committed without 
bail to await the action of the Coroner. James 
Fitzpatrick was next called, and Justice Patter- 
gop said to him: * You are charged with homi- 
cide; what have you to say.” 

“Tam not guilty,” replied the sailor. The 


Justice remarked that he had always felt a re- 
spect for American sailors, and it was their duty 
rather to protect poor Chinamen than to assault 
them. Fitzpatrick was then also committed to 
await the resuit of the inquest. When Jonn- 
s0n was brought before the court and asked 
what he had to say about the affair he declared 
that be did not know anything aboutit. He 
might have taken several drinks with Quinn, 
but he did not see any one shot, nor did he hear 


any shooting. ‘he first thing he knew about 
the matter was in the morning, when some one 
told him of the affair. He was discharged. Otto 
Nieolai and Henry Lobman, another witness, 
were sent to the House of Detention. 

The Chinese of Mott-street were ina state of 
great excitement yesterday over the brutal mur- 
der of Ong Ah Mon, and all day long the side- 
walks of the street were stu:ded with little 
groups of Mongolians discussing the tragedy. 
The centre of attraction during the day was the 
grocery store of Ah Foo, at No. 13 Mott-street. 
About 10:50 the dead Chinaman’s friends: held a 
meeting there. At least 100 were Inside the 
building, and there were 200 on the steps 
and idewaik without. Speeches eulogistic 
ot the deceased were made and a fund 

ledged to give him a handsome funeral to-day. 

is cousin stated that Ong Ah Mon had suc- 
ceeded in the laundry business and had amassed a 
few thousand doiiars. He bad been engaged for 
pix years to a young girl in Canton, and he had 
made arrangements to leave this country in 
June or Juiy for his native land. He was to be 
married in September, and in October return 
with his brice to this city. 

The body lay during the day at Naughton’s un- 
dertaking shop, No. 87 Mott-street, in a rear 
room. A few of the Chinamen visited the un- 
dertaker’s, and were allowed to look at their 
dead friend, but most of them religiously kept 
away from the place, and at no time was any 
crowd to be seen about the door. 

It was decided by Charley Wing, the Chinese 
Consul’s secretary, and his fellow-countrymen 
that the body should be buried with Christian 
services, and it is expected that some of the dead 
man’s Sunday school associates will be present 
and conductthem. The body will be placed ina 
plain rosewood coffin, with mountings and 
handles. and a silver plate will bear the name 
and date of the death of the murdered man. No 
time could be fixed for the funeral yesterday 
afternoon, as the Coroner had not viewed the 
body, but it is intended to start for the grave at 
10 o0’clock this morning if possible. The services 
will be in Uydertaker Naughton’s place of 
business, and the body will be interred in the 
Chinese plot in the Cemetery of the Ever- 
greens. **No Chinaman,” said Mr. Naughton, 
“isever allowed to be buried in the Potter’s 
Field. In this case Ong Ah Mon had a laundry of 
his own, and the expense of the funeral will be 

aid out of his estate; but had he left nothing, 

is countrymen would have clubbed together 
end made up the amount necessary. The Chi- 
nese Consul has a plot at the Evergreens, in 
which all Chinamen-who die here are placed, to 
remain until their friends send them home to 
China.” 

It 1s expected that a large number of China- 
men will follow the body to the grave, but it 
was s: id by Ah Foo that none of the Mongolian 
burial rites will be observed. Chinamen, as a 
rule, reverence those of their countrymen who 
embrace Christianity, and all Chinatown seemed 
perfectly satisfied yesterday that Ong Ah Mon 
shouid be buried with Ckristian services. 





CRITICISING THE NEW REVISION. 

The Baptist Pastors yesterday discussed 
the Old Testament revision. The Rey. G. W. 
Samson read an essay on the subject, in the 
rourse of which he criticised the translation of 
*the evening and the morning one day.” This 
Dr. Samson thought should be “first day,” as 
one of a series of days. ' In seven other instances 
in the Bible the Hebrew original is rendered 
“first day.” The change’of *“*Thou hast made 
Him a little lower than the angels” to ‘a little 
lower than God,” was objected to asa slight 
upon the divinity of God as well asa wrong 
translation «f the Hebrew. Dr. Samson _re- 
gretted the use of the three words grave, hell, 
and sheol, and thought as there was no,doubt 
about the meaning of the original being a place 
of interment, that one universally adopted word 
would have been sufficient. 

Prot. Meirowitz had found several mistakes in 
the translation, and thought that the revised 
version could be again revised without injury. 
One passage in the Old Testament reads, ** God 
created and made” with a marginal note reading 
“ created to make.” This note the revisers have 
omitted much to the Professor’s displeasure, as 
he is sure tbat itis the correct translation. He 
thought, like Mr. Beecher, that, although God 
created all things in tne beginning, a system of 
evolution bad produced the matteron the earth 
atthe present day. Another passage that he 
objected to was the description of Moses as the 
meekeést of men. If one were to study the char- 
acter of Moses he would be found anything but 
meek. Besides the true rendering of the Hebrew 
is “afflicted.” Prof. Meirowitz thought this 
would describe Moses exactly. 





BEYOND THE ALDERMEN’S CONTROL. 

Replying toarequest from the Board 
of Aldermen as to an opinion concerning the 
power of the board to passan ordinance regulat- 
ing the operation of the elevated railroads, so as 
to prevent accidents as far as possible, and if such 
power exists that the Corporation Counsel pre- 
pare the necessary ordinance,Mr.Lacombe yester- 
day sent to the board a communication of some 
length. He said that the power proposed to be 
exercised is not vested in the Board of Aldermen, 
the railroads operating under special charters 
granted by the Leyislature. “I assent to the 
proposition,” writes Mr. Lacombe, ‘*that the 
elevated railroads are absolutely independent of 
all jocal contro! in their operation of their 
roads or to compel prover attention on their part 
to the safety of the pubiic—certaialy they are 
not absolutely independent of all ‘other control’ 
in these respects. The Legislature can itself ex- 
ercise this contro] or provide for its exercise by 
others.” Mr. Lacombe further declared that he 
could not take upon bimself the responsibility 
of drafting the required law, such work calling 
for special knowledge of railroads which neither 

e€ or any one in his office possessed.

FALLING WITHOUT WARNING. 

The parapet and part of the outside of 
the south wali of the four-story house No. Wl 
West Thirty-fourth-street, which had been 
weakened by percolation, fell during the storm 
early yesterday morning. The parapet was three 
feet high, and with it fell two feet of the ex- 


terior wall, so that the mass of brickwork 
which dropped into the area and on the sidewalk 
was 23 feet long, 5 feet high, and a foot thick. 
It left exposed the ends of the beams of the 
roof and the top of the plastering ‘of the rooms 
occupied by C. Jacquin and C. 8. Mayer. 

The building is owned by Joseph Lilianthal 
anc the widow of Gabriel Lilvanthal, and is 
leased by John M. Fisher, a druggist. It was 
Burveyed and found safe in all. important par- 
ticularsa year ago,and the parapet appeared 
sound. It fell without any preiiminary warning, 
and the inmates were greatly alarmed until they 
discovered they were 1n no danger. The bricks 
slightiy damaged the iron railing of the area 
and broke « pain of glassin Fisher's drug store. 
The damage can be repaired for less; than $300. 





WARD AGAIN ARRAIGNED, 


TWO MORE INDICTMENTS, JOINTLY WITH 
FISH, FOR GRAND LARCENY. 


Ferdinand Ward appeared in the Court 
of Oyer and Terminer yesterday morning with 
his somewhat attenuated form clad in a new 
suit of blue flannel. He looked neat, but less 
comfortable than on his previous visits to 
court. When Assistant District Attorney Purdy 
asked Judge Barrett to hold the court open for 
atime after the disposition of minor business 
until the Grand Jury had got through with its 
consideration of the further charges against 
Ward the latter gentleman did not understand 
what was going on. He appealed to stolid 
Warden Kiernan for information, and seemed 
to be worried when he received it. At last the 
indictments arrived and District Attorney Mar- 
tine had Ward called to the bar. He was in- 
formed that he had been indicted twice, jointiy 
with James D. Fish, for grand larceny in the 
first degree. He pleaded * Not guilty,” with the 
fame qualification as was made last Thursday 
and Friday. 

The District Attorney then moved that Ward 
be transferred from Ludlow-Street Jail to the 
Tombs. He thought that Ward should be treat- 
edas are other persons charged with the com- 
mission of crime. John P. Hudson, junior coun- 
sel for Ward, said he was not prepared to argue 
the matter. He thought that his client should 
be left where he is now detained, but he pre- 
ferred that no discussion should be had on the 
question until Gen. B. F. Tracy, his senior coun- 
sel, was present to be heard. The District At- 
torney admitted that the matter wasin the dis- 
cretion of the court. Judge Barrett said he had 
considered the question, and he would not_hesi- 
tate to take Ward from the Ludlow-Street 
Jail to the Tombs if the Sheriff were the 
governor of thecriminal prison here, us he is 
in other counties. The removal of the prisoner 
trom the civil jail to the criminal prison, and 
his consequent transfer from the custody of the 
Sheriff, who holds him on a civil process, to the 
custody of an officer appointed by the Commis- 
sioners of Charities and Correction might cause 
complications which could be avoided at the 
present time. Ward was safe inthe jail, and 
could be taken from there for the purposes of 
his trial. It was therefore not necessary to 
change his place of custody. If his trial should 
be prolonged the necessity might arise. 

Ward moved out of the court room with alac- 
rity as soon as Warden Kiernan informed him 
that all was ready for his return tothe room 
that William M. Tweed furnished.

THE SLIP BETWEEN THE TWO PIERS. 


A decision favorable to the Sea Beach 
Railway Company in its controversy with the 
Staten Island Rapid Transit, the Manhattan 
Beach, the Long Island, and the New-York, Bay 
Ridge and Jamaica Railroad Companies was 
rendered by Judge Lawrence, in Supreme Court, 


Chambers, yesterday. The controversy arose 


out of the fact that the Staten Island Rapid 


Transit Company, as the lessee of the Bay Ridge 
Ferry franchise, proposed to run its boats only 
to the pier used by its co-defendants. This pier 
is just south of the foot of Sixty-fifth- 
street, Bay Ridge. By the exclusive carriage 
of passengers to the Manhattan Beach pier the 
Sea Beach Company, whose pier lies immediately 
north of Sixty-fifth-street, would be deprived 
of the opportunity to profit by the operation of 
the regularly licensed Bay Ridge Ferry. On the 
ground that the Staten Isiand Rapid Transit 
Company was bound to run its boats to the foot 
of Sixty-fifth-street, and not to send them to 
any other place, either north or south of that 
street, the Sea Beach Company began a suit in 
equity, and obtained an injunction which, pend- 


ing the determination of the point as to where 
was the proper Bay Ridce terminus of the ferry, 
restrained the Rapid Transit Company from 
stopping the running of ferryboats to the Sea 
Beach pier. 

The decision of Judge Lawrence is that, as the 
Common Council of this city provided for a 
ferry to the foot of Sixty-fifth-street, the lessee 
of the ferry franchise must run its boats to that 
place and nowhere else. By running them into 
the slip at the foot of that street it could so dis- 
pose of passengers that their wishes respecting 
the means of reaching Coney Island or else- 
where would be served, and the rights of none 
of the railroad companies that take up passen- 
gers at Bay Ridge would be jeopardized or in- 
terfered with. Judge Lawrence therefore de- 
clares that as it hasa direct pecuniary interest 
in restraining the Staten Island Rapid Transit 
Company from violating the terms of its ferry 
franchise, the Sea Beach Company is entitled to 
the injunction itapplied for. E. Ellery Ander- 
son appeared for the Sea Beach Company and 
Alfred C. Chapinand A. B, Boardman for the 
defendant corporations.

ELECTION OF DIRECTOkS OF THE MANHAT- 
TAN HAY AND PRODUCE EXCHANGE, 

Two tickets were in the field at the an- 
nual election of the Manhattan Hay and Produce 
Exchange yesterday. The ‘* independents” de- 
feated the ** regulars” bya small majority. Fol- 
lowing are the names of the Directors who were 
elected: H. E. Horsford, John Morrell), A. W.

AN AMERICAN ENGINEER HONORED. 

A railway bridge 3,000 feet in length is 
to be constructed across the Hawkesbury River, 
in New-South Wales, Australia, and proposals 
to build it have been invited from the leading 
bridge builders of England, the other countries 
of Europe, and the United States. Soundings 
show that the foundations for the piers will have 
to be sunk to a greater depth than any ever be- 
fore sunk in the history of engineering, the 
water in some places being 77 feet deep, and the 
mud and sand in other places where the water is 
45 feet deep reaching a depth of 125 feet. The 
piers in these spots will have to be sunk 170 feet 
below tide. 

Plans and proposals for the great bridge have 
been offered by several of the most prominent 
American builders, and Sir Saul Samuel, of Lon- 
don, on behalf of the British Government has 
named a Board of Engineers, which is to meet in 
London during this month and report on the re- 
spective merits of the plans submitted. The 
board consists of Sir Jonn Hanksbaw, C. E.; 
Col. Douglas Galton, Royal Engineers, and 
W. W. Evans, M. I. C. of this city. 
Mr. Evans is the first American engineer 
ever named on a British Government commis- 
sion, but as he isjust recovering from an attack 
of pneumonia he has been obliged to decline the 
exceptional honor which is thus conferred on 
him. Most of the roads in Peru, Chili, the Ar- 
gentine Republic, Mexico, Costa Rica, Nica- 
ragua, New-Zealand, and New-South Wales are 
now using American rolling stock and tools, 
built on specifications prepared by Mr. Evans, 
who for the past 30 years has acted as inspecting 
and consulting engineer for several of the re- 
publics of Central and South America, Mexico, 
South Australia, and New-Zealand.

IN A POLICE COURT. 
TESTIMONIALS PUBLISHED AS FROM _IN- 
FLUENTIAL SOURCES BUT IN FACT PRE- 

PARED TO ORDER BY A CLERK. 

Louis P. Haver, proprietor of Thomp- 
son’s Bank Note Reporter, was arraigned yester- 
day in Part II. of the Court of General Sessions, 
before Recorder Smyth, to plead to two indict- 
ments for blackmail. He pleaded not guilty. 
District Attorney Martine appeared in person 
for the people, and asked the Recorder to set the 
trial down for June 17. The Recorder asked ex- 
Judge Fullerton, who appeared for Haver, if 
that date would suit, and the latter having 
answered that it would, the Recorder said: 
“You must understand that the 17th means the 
17th, and be ready to proceed with the frial on 
that day.” 

Bradford Rhodes, the publisher of Rhodes‘s 
Journal of Banking, who is charged by Louis P. 
Haver, the publisher of Thompson’s Bank Note 
Eeporter, with libel, was brought up for exam- 
ination before Justice Patterson, in the Tombs 
Police Court, yesterday afternoon. The libel 
referred to consists of the publication of letters 
from business men who complain of the unjust 
dealings of Haver’s paper and the republication 
of an article that appeared in THE TIMES on the 
same subject. The afternoon was spent by Law- 
yer George W. Blunt, the counsel for the de- 
fendant, in examining the complainant. Haver 
said he was sole proprietor and manager of the 
Bank Note Reporter. He purchased the sheet 
from Bangor Hawes 12 years ago. He refused 
to state the price paid or the conditions on 
which the purchase was made. Haveralso re- 
fused to inform the court whether or not he 
transferred or sold his publication during the 
past yearto a Mr. Francis. All his objections 
were sustained, 

** Were you ever arrested ?” asked counsel for 
the defense. 

An objection was also made to this question, 
but it was overruled. : 

* Well, if I must answer it I suppose I might 
as well begin,” he said, taking a cigar out of his 
mouth and looking defiantly at his questioner. 
** I] have been arrested for alleged blackmail.” 

** Were you indicted, how many tinies, and 
under what names were you arrested ?”” he was 
next asked. 

* I was indicted twice for alleged blackmail 
and always gave my own name when arrested.” 

At this point Lawyer Blunt produced in evi- 
dence copies of two indictments found against 
Haver by the Grand Jury of this county on 
Dec. 29 and 31, 1884. They charge him with 
blackmail, annoyance, and malicious threats. 
The complainants are F. T. Griffin, of the Clyde 
Exchange Bank, of Clyde, Kan., and an attaché 
of the First National Bank of Marathon, N. Y. 

* Did you ever have an account in the Chase 
National Bank?” was the next query of the law- 


yer. 
“Yes, I had an account there for about two 
” 
years. 

* Now, wasn’t that account thrown out ?” 

Before Haver had an opportunity to answer 
pao Dime eg jumped to bis feetand angrily said he 
objected. 

“We can’t go on, then,” answered Lawyer 
Blunt, very coolly. The public wants to know 
something about this man.” 

“The public has no right to know anything 
about my client,” answered Haver’s attorney, 


indignantly. The court was called upon to de- 
cide, and he sustained the objection. 

“Did you ever threaten and publish a lower 
surplus than that which realiy existed of banks 
which failed to subscribe to your paper ?” was 
the next question put to the witness. 

“Not to my knowledge,” he responded, with a 
6neer. 

Haver admitted that he had accepted from $1 
to $25 from young men who were seeking em- 
ployment in banks. He said he did not promise 
to secure a position, but simply to ** assist” the 
applicants. A list of names of persons from 
whom Haver accepted money was read, and he 
admitted the truth of their statements. Lawyer 
Blunt produced a copy of Haver’s paper of Nov. 
29, 1884, in which was printed a number of testi- 
monials signed by reputable business men. He 
pointed to the following: 

Cannot get along without your Bank Note Reporter. 

c. J. FOLGER. 

“Was such a Jetter written above Mr. Folger's 
signature?” asked counsel for the defense. 

“IT don’t know, Sir,’ answered Haver, with a 
derisive smile. “*I told my clerk to prepare 
some testimonials and he did so.”’ 

“There is another here of a similar character 
signed ‘State Bank, Albany;’ isthis one genu- 
ine?’ 

“Tecan’tsay. It’s doubtful whether it was.” 

“Till coincide with you on that point,” said 
the Jawyer with a smile,*“and I’m willing to 
wager something that you are now telling the 
truth. Youa/'so state in one of the issues of 
your paper that a prominent city Judge, in 
speaking about the two indictments found 
against you, gave it as his opinion that they 
were cases of persons trying to blackmail you. 
Is this true?” 

“That was simply a puff for ourselves,” was 
Haver’s frank reply. ‘Judge Cowing might 
have said something to that effect when he 
charged the Grand Jury.” 

At this point the examination was adjourned 
until Thursday next at 2 P. M. 


OF IMPORTANCE TO BUSINESS MEN. 

A decision was recently rendered by the 
Supreme Court, General Term, affirming the 
judgment of courts bolow in the breach of con- 
tract suit of Windmuller & Roelker against 
Thomas J. Pope & Brother. The outcome of this 
suit is of importance to business men, particu- 
larly as it applies to the right and duty of a 
party who has been injured by a wrongful 
breach of contract to take such measures as are 
in his power to reduce the amountof damages 


growing out of the breach of contract, and 
finally, to hoid the person or persons doing the 
wrong responsible. 

The firm of Windmuller & Roelker entered into 
a written contract to sell Thomas J. Pope & 
Brother about 1,200 tons of old Vignol iron rails 
at $35 a ton, the rails to be shipped from Europe 
any time between May 1 andJuly 15, 1880. i 
carrying out thiscontract Windmuller & Roelker 
made various contracts in Europe for the iron, 
and cbartered a vessel to bring it to this country. 
The price of old iron rails fell before delivery 
under this contract, and in June, 1880, old rails 
were selling at about $23 a ton. About the 
middle of that month Windmuller & Roelker re- 
ceived notice from T. J. Pope & Brother that the 
latter would not receivethe iron or any part of 
it, or pay forany part, and that Windmuller & 
Co. had better stop at once any attempt to carry 
out the contract, so as to make the loss as small 
as possible. Windmuller & Roelker met with 
some loss on the iron that they had already 
bought, and also had to pay damages 
tor the cancellation of their vessel charters, 
They brought suitagainst Pope & Brother be- 
fore the time fixed for the performance of the 
contract on the ground that the defendants had 
refused to performit, On the trial Judge Lar- 
remore sustained the right to bring an action 
immediately upon the rescission of the contract, 
and denied the defendants’ right to recall their 
refusal of performance at any time before the 
period when it wasto be performed, except in 
ease the other parties had not acted on the re- 
fusal. The jury found a verdict for the plaintiffs 
for the sum of $17,929 53. Motions for a new 
trial and to set aside the verdict were denied, 
and the defendants then carried the case to the 
General Term, where the judgment was 
affirmed. 








THE LOUNGERS WIN THE DAY. 

Savin & Vanderhoof, a firm of New- 
street brokers, whose office is nearly opposite 
the price indicator of the Consolidated Oil Ex- 
change, have been much annoyed by persons 
lounging in front of their, office and leaning 
against the iron railing which runs just below 
their broad window. Men interested in the oil 


market found this particular spot very con- 
venient to enable them to watch the fluctuations 
in oil, The loungers found yesterday morning 
that they could not lean against the iron railing 
with any degree of comfort. Since the close of 
business on Saturday somebody—presumably 
the firm—had caused sharp-pointed iron teeth to 
he inserted along the top of the raillng about 
two inches apart. These teeth did not point 
upward, but they stuck out sidewise into the 
street, which is in violation of the city ordi- 
nances. 

The loungers were indignant when they ob- 
served the steps that Savin & Vanderhoof had 
takento make that locality uncomfortable for 
them. After indulging in a good deal of scold- 
ing they resolved to send a committee to the 
down-town police station and enter a formal 
complaint against Savin & Vanderhoof. The 
committee was sent, and a few minutes after- 
ward a policeman gave the firm notice that they 
must remove the teeth from their railing, which 
was done amid the exultant shouts and com- 
ments of the loungers. 





STOCKING RIVERS WITH SALMON. 
Fred Mather, Assistant Superintendent 
of the United States Fish Hatcheries, in a letter 
to THE TIMES referring to a statement that the 
New-Jersey Fish Commissioners have turned 
100,000 fry of the Penobscot salmon into the 
Delaware River below Bushkill, Penn., says the 


work was done by the United States Fish Com- 
mission, the fry baving been hatched by Mr. 
Mather at Cold Spring Harbor, Long Island. 
They were then placed in the waters of Sussex 
County, N. J.—one lot near Waterloo and the 
other near Newton—the tributaries of the Dela- 
ware. : 

The hatchery at Cold Spring Harbor has plant- 
ed this year for the United States Fish Commis- 
sion 200,000 Penobscot salmon in the Hudson, 
50,000 in the Oswego, and 100,000 in the Delaware, 
in addition to the work done for the New-York 
Commission. This has been 1,000,000 whitefish 
hatched and planted in Great Pond near Kiver- 
head; 100,000 sineits batched and planted in Cold 
Spring Harbor; 74,000 brook trout, 4,000 brown 
trout, (European,) $0,000 rainbow trout, 50,00 
tom cods, and 40,000 land locked salmon distrib- 
uted to various waters within the State, 
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JESSE HOYT'S CHARACTER, 


THE DESCRIPTION GIVEN BY A LAWYER—- 
DISAPPOINTMENT FOR GEN. BUTLER. 


When Gen. Butler concluded the cross- 
examination of Dr. Selden H. Talcott in the con- 
test of Jesse Hovt’s will before the Surro- 
gate last Wednesday Senator Evarts asked that 
the case be adjourned until yesterday. ‘* We in- 
tended to have another witness here,” the Sen- 
ator said, ** but we have just received a telegram 
from him stating that he has been suddenly 


afflicted with a severe headache—so severe that 
he is unable to leave his room.” f 

Gen. Butler was incredulous and demanded his 
name. Surrogate Hollins said this was unneces- 
sary; if the other side believed he was sick, that 
was sufficient. 

“Very well,” said Gen. Butler savagely, “I 
shall ask that witness next Monday whether he 
did have a headache or not.”’ 

But Gen. Butler did not have the opportunity 
he coveted. The witness, who was John J. 
Quackenbush, died on Friday, without baving 
left his bed since sending the telegram that was 
received in court. 5 

William L. Webber, of Saginaw. Mich., the 
lawyer who had charge of Mr. Hoyt’s interests 
in that State, was called to the stand in 
Mr. Quackenbush’s stead. He had Had in- 

‘timate business relations, he said, with Mr. 
Hoyt from 1857 until his death in 1882, 
and he gave an interesting epitome of his 
character, in response to Mr. Root’s request. 
“Mr. Hoyt,” said Mr. Webber, *“‘ was a quiet 
man—decided, a man of action rather than 
words; a very just man, a man who desired 
to help others if he could nee them 
in his own way, according to is own 
notions of propriety. He believed that he 
could help a man best by giving bim something 
to do rather than by giving him money. He de- 
sired to use his means, 80 far as he could, to pro- 
vide properly for others that needed belp. He 
was aman of great honesty and had a great de- 
sire to have his word always kept good; a man 
of strong dislikes when he conceived a dislike, 
and of strong affections when he conceived an 
affection for one. I regarded him as stronger 
far than the general run of merchants. He was 
a man of large capacity for large operations. 
He wasa man of remarkable memory. For in- 
stance, while IT was acting as his counsel he 
would come into my office after an absence of 
months and take up a subject just where we had 
left off. Isaw him just before his death, and to 
me his mind seemed as clear and rational as ever.” 





RECEIPTS OF THE BRIDGE. 


CROSSED BY OVER 26,000,000 PEOPLE SINCE 
IT WAS OPENED. 

The statement of the Treasurer of the 

Brooklyn Bridge for the year beginning June 1, 


1884, and ending May 3), 1885, shows that 3,679,733 
foot passengers crossed the structure during 
that period. Thé total receipts for the prome- 
nade amounted to $31,803 03. The car passengers 
numbered 11,271,897, and the railroad yielded the 
sum of $470,888 46. The estimated number of 


vehicles crossing, including 1,822 funerals, with 


an average of 12 coaches to a funeral, was 707,151, 


realizing the sum of. $62,652 97. The total dis- 
bursements during the year amounted to $436,- 
559 06, and at the beginning of the present month 
the booksof the management showed that the 
cash in banks and on hand was $226,775 56. 

The number of people using the promenade 
from New-York to Brooklyn during the year 
exceeded those going the other way by 201,111, 
while the number of passengers crossing by car 
from Brooklyn to New-York exceeded those 
crossing the other way by 1,134,837. A compari- 
son of the earnings of the bridge this year with 
those of last year shows an increase of $156,047 80, 
or 388.73 per cent. The number of promenade 
and car passengers last year was exceeded this 
year by 3,448,190; ‘the number of last year’s ve- 
hicles by 107,647 this year, The total number of 


people who have crossed the bridge since it was 
opened, May 25, 1883, has been 26,455,070; the 
total number of vehicies which bhuave accom- 
plished that distance in the same period has been 
estimated at 1,306,655, 

The Treasurer's statement for the month of 
May, 1885, shows thats393,784 foot passengers con- 
tributed » $2,341 19; the railroad, $42,351 30; the 
vebicles, $5,311 90, and the total receipts, $50,- 
004 89. The total disbursements were $32,303 97.

THE IMMIGRANTS ON THE STEAMSHIPS POLY- 
NESIA AND WESER,. 

Health Officer Smith, Emigration Com- 
missioners Starr and Stephenson, and the agents 
of the steamships Polynesia and Weser helda 
consultation yesterday at Castle Garden in re- 
gard to the disposal of the immigrants on the 
two vessels mentioned, who have been detained 
at Quarantine since Wednesday last. The agents 


of the vessels agreed to pay 25 cents per day for 
the board of each immigrant if the Commis- 
sioners would give them quarters on Ward’s 
Island while they were being kept under the ob- 
servation of the Health Officer. The Commis- 
sioners accepted the proposal, and the immi- 
grants will be transferred to Ward’s Island to- 
day. 

The Weser and Polynesia will then he fumi- 
gated, after which they will be allowed to come 
up to their docks. Health Officer Smith will 
keep the immigrants under careful observation 
at their new quarters for several days. Three of 
the Weser’s passengers died from ordinary 
causes Guring the voyage, and 82 in all have 
been sent to the bospital since the vessel’s ar- 
rival. The immigrants, who will be transferred 
to Ward’s Island to-day, number 1,647.

The 
first day’s examination in arithmetic, spelling, 
and geography resulted in the withdrawal of 
four of the candidates, and subsequently a tifth 
was excluded owing to his non-residence in tke 
district. Yesterday’s examination was confined 
to grammar, bistory, and questions concerning 
the Russo-English complications and the Central 
American insurrection, with the result of the 
selection of Ellsworth Price Bertholf, ot No. 53 
East Third-street, as the successful candidate. 
Mr. Bectholf had previously passed a rigid medi- 
cal examination. Bertholf’s average was over
